Employed in 
Granite Yards 
Of City Than In 
Previous Year 


The year that has just closed bas 
been one of the busiest that the local 
granite industry has had for many 
years. More men have been employed 
and the shipments have been larger. 

There were a number of large jobs 
cut in Quincy, although the major pur- 
tion have been of the medium size. 
There has also been several large build- 
ing jobs quarried. 

Through the courtesy of James Dun- 
can, secretary-treasurer of the National 
Granite Cutters’ Union, the Daily Led- 
ger is enabled to give the number of 
Union men employed each month dur- 
ing the past year. These are given in 
comparison with the yeats 1905, 1904 
and 1903. It will be seen by these 
figures that the average number of men 
employed each month has been 1,164 or 
250 more than in 1905;

adyances. In numerous cotton mills in 
northern New England an advance of

The United States government will 
lalso take a hand in the general move- 
ment now in progress in all parts of 
the United States. Today practically 
every civilian employe at the Charles 
town navy yard will begin to earn high- 
er pay. The advance ranges from 50 
to $8 a week. Several hundred 
} mechanies will be affected. The move-

due to the increased cost of living.

A small number of complaints were 
disregarded by the judge, as he consid 
ered the persons justified in doing as 
they did. 

For one hour and a half the pole 
stood in line, snd one by one presented 
the various complaints, frequently the 
names of several persons being charged 
with practically the same offense, and 
in these cases Judge Bennett issued a 
summons against one of the persons 
and held up the remainder until a test 
case had been made. 

All the summonses issued yesterday 
will be served today and the cases wil) 
be tried during the latter part of the 
week. The first case will come up for 
trial Thursday. 

Complaints of all descriptions were 
made yesterday, and persons were ac 
cused of everything, from working in 
the subway to carrying a floral wreath 
to a funeral. The latter was perhaps 
the most unique and novel complaint 
made.

VALUE OF OLIVE OIL.

Various forms and kinds of oils form 

a large stone in the foundation of 
beauty culture. Only the thoughtful 
observer realizes their importance and 
that they were indispensable to the 
belles of old time—to the Greeks and 
Romans and eastern beauties of an- 
elent days. :

In that case it may be disguised in 
wine or lemonade or some pleasant 
drink, which of itself should agree with 
the individual's system.

THE ALFALFA PLANT. 


It Was Cultivated In Asia Long Be- 
fore the Christian Era. 

Alfalfa is a native of southwestern 
Asia and five centuries prior to the 
Christian era had been carried to and 
cultivated in southern Europe. The 
Romans used and appreciated it as a 
feed for their chariot and war horses 
before tbe birth of Christ. From 
Italy, in which country its growth has 
been maintained continuously to the 
present day, it found its way into 
Spain and France. 

The Spaniards during the Spanish in- 
vasion carried it into South America 
and Mexico. During the middie of 
tie nineteenth century it was -ntro- 
duced into this country through Cali- 
fornia by the Chileans. Since then it 
has gradually spread eastward until 
today there is probably not a state or 
territory in the Union in which this 
oldest of cultivated forage plants is 
not grown to some extent. Where this 
plant has come to us from Spain, di- 
rectly or indirectly, it is known as 
alfalfa, while if brought from other 
countries of Europe (and it is in tsolat- 
ed instances here and there) it is gen- 
erally called lucerne, from a yalley in 
Switzerland by the same name in 
which it grows well and in large quan- 
tities.—St, Louis Republic.

LIBHARY 


Miss Sumpus 
Resigns as 

- Librarian After 
36 Years Service 


At the December meeting of the Trus- 
tees of the Library, and much to their 
surprise, Miss Amelia L. Bumpus ten- 
cered her resignation. At a meeting 
this week the resignation was accepted, 
to take effect Feb. 1. The Trustees al- 
so passed the following vote, which was 
entered on the records and was placed 
in the hands of Miss Bumpus: 

‘*That the Board of Trustees of the 
Thomas Crane Public Library have re- 
ceived with great regret the resignation 
of Miss Amelia L. Bumpus. They as- 
sure her that her faithfulness agd un- 
failing urbanity have received the ap- 
proval of the Trustees and also of the 
patrons of the library. Her services has 
covered the unusually long period of 
thirty-five years, beginning with the 
establishment of the library, and*she is 
to be congratulated on her approaching” 
relief from her daily work. 

The position of desk attendant will 
be filled for the present by Mr. H. H, 
Schnmacher. 

It was at the annual town meeting 
in 1871 that the town voted to establish 
a Public Library and appropriated $2,- 
500 and the dog tax, The sum of $2,- 
694.87 was also raised by subscription, 
making the aggregate $7, 236.37. 

The first librarian was Miss Abbie I, 
Hails, with Miss Bumpus as assigtant, 
Miss Hails resigned because of ill health 
in 1873 and was succeeded by Miss Cora 
L Young. Miss Mary I. Brooks of Bos- 
ton assumed the position in 1897, but 
remained only a year. It was in 1876, 
over thirty years ago, that Miss Bumipus, 
was placed at the head of the library, 
and the vote of the trustees shows that 
she has faithfully performed the duties 
all these years, 

She was with the library first in the 
Adams Academy building, then in the 
building now known as Hancock hall, 
and in 1882 moved to the Crane Memori- 
al hall now occupied,

Herman was willing tc 
fight, but the champion stalled him off 
In the second round Gans began tq 
open up. Herman’s attempts to land 
ended mostly in failures. Gans blocked 
Iferman’s leads with glove and"elbow 
and when the opportunity presented it: 
self planted right and left jolts to hig 
face. 

The third and fourth rounds werg 
repetitions of the second. It was plain 
ly seen that Herman was the favorite 
with the-crowd. When he landed th¢ 
crowd cheered wildly. Gans only 
drew applause when he fought bhig_ 
cleverest. 

In the fifth round Gans, having 
measured his man, slowed down. This 
was the only round where Herman made 
any showing. He waded in and swung 
bard rights and lefts at the champion. 
Gans appeared careless and a number 
of the blows landed. The crowd 
cheered madly for Herman. 

The sixth and seventh rounds were 
both in favor of Gans. In the eighth 
he started out by feinting and drawing 
Herman’s fire. They fiddled around the 
ring unti] Gans worked his opponent 
into a corner. Here Gans feinted with 
his left and Herman swung wildly 
with his left and gave the negro an 
opening. Like a flash Gans whipped a 
left aud then a swinging right flush 
on the point of the jaw. “Herman 
dropped like a log, with his face buried 
in his hands. He lay motionless at the 
edge of the ring. Gans walked away; 
it was all over. 

Nate Lewis ran around the ring to 
where Herman lay and begged bim to 
rise, but Herman was senseless. At 
the count of ten Lewis and Adam Ryan 
carried their protege to his corner,

Supreme Court Is Crit cised 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Jan. 2.—Con-

Jews’ Great Expectations 

New York, Jan. 2.—With bands play- 
ing and flags flying, 500 Jewish fami- 
lies of the lower East Side took cars 
for Nassau county and dedicated the 
“Jewish colony of Wollkofstown.” The 
objeet of the colony is to have a town 
of its own, and the plan includes a 
synagogue, hospital, school and mar- 
ket. An attempt will also be made to 
do away with courts and lawyers, leav- 
ing all disagreements to the rabbi to 
adjust, 


Turkish Immigrants Held Up 

Halifax, Jan. 2.—Thirty-six » Turks, 
bound to the United States, are de- 
tained here by the American immigra- 
tion officials. The men arrived here 
on steamer Parisian from Liverpool, 
and the American immigration officials 
here had a suspicion that the Turks 
were violating the United States alien 
labor laws. The officials are commu- 
nicating with Washington on the de- 
tention of the Turks. 


Political Murder Explained 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 2-—The mystery 
surrounding the murder of ex-Deputy 
Hertzenstein has, after months of in- 
vestigation, finally been unravelled. 
Hertzenstein, who was a member of 
the lower house of parliament from 
Moscow, Was murdered at his country 
home on July 31, 1906. There is defi- 
nite proof that the deed was the work 

of the League of Russian People. 


Kn fe Between Steward's Ribs 

New York, Jan. 2.—John Anderson, 
steward of steamship Carmalina, was 
found with a table-knife sticking be- 
tween his ribs and the point in the left 
lung. The messboy, Ineston Oberh, 16 
years old, a Portuguese, is locked up, 
and Anderson, who is said to be fatally 
wounded, was sent toa hospital. There 
had been a dispute between the steward 
and the messboy. 


Great Steam Pipe Burst 

Pittsburg, Jan. 2.—William Foulds 
and Peter Nist were killed and two 
others were fatally injured by the 
bursting of a steam pipe at the Pressed 
Steel Car company’s plant at Schoen- 
ville. The four men were repairing a 
12-inch steam pipe, which beré a pres- 
sure of 140 pounds direct from 16 large 
boilers, when the pipe burst. 


Vatican Monopolizing Wires 

Rome, Jan.-2.—La Vita complains 
of the congestion of business on the 
telegraph wires, which it attributes to 
the enormous nember of telegrams sent 
by the pope in answer to greetings. 
The Vatican uses the wires free of 
charge, the expense being borne by the 
government. 


Car Landed Right Side Up 

Fulton, W. Va., Jan. 2,—Forty-eight 
passengers on a suburban traction car 
were bruised, two seriously, when the 
car jumped the track and plunged 
down over a four-foot embankment. 
The car remained in an upright posi- 
tion, which prevented a serious acci- 
dent. 


Lion Trainer Badly Hurt 
Toledo, Jan. 2—While performing an 
act called “the lion hunt” here, trainer 
Harry Ray of the Bostock animal circus 
was attacked by one of the animals 
and had both his sides, shoulder and 
breast lacerated.

pense for State departments that have 
quite outgrown their present quarters. 

The assumption of the care of the 
insane by the Commonwealth added a 
million a year to the expenses of the 
Commonwealth. The scourge of the 
insect pests must necessarily cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
the immediate future, unless we would 
sacrifice millions by abandoning the 
work against them. 
and the brown-tail is now added the 
Japanese moth. The substitution of 
State highways for county roads adds 
nearly half a million annually to the 
State’s expenses, and the destruction 
of the surface of these roads by auto- 
mobiles amounts to a loss of fifty 
thousand dollars a year. The increas- 
ing demand for investigation and pub- 
licity renders the Bureau of Statistics 
of Labor a constantly and vroverly in-

creasing” source of experise. The ap- 
propriation for the new free employ- 
ment bureaus is quite inadequate for 
the maintenance of more than one 
such bureau. The new eight-hour law 
means an extra expense in one State 
department alone of $75,000 this year. 

These plain facts suggest, in the 
first place, that when the time comes 
—as humanity, science and economy 
alike show the time must come—for 
the Commonwealth to assume general 
charge of all paupers and general 
charge also of those suffering from 
tuberculosis, the expense of their 
amaintenance should not be a charge 
upon the State treasury, but should 
be assessed back proportionately upon 
those cities and towns that will thus 
rid themselves of the task of support- 
ing these unfortunates at a much 
greater expense. 

The inevitable growth of expendi- 
ture which cannot in this manner be 
avoided demands, in the second place, 
that further curtailment of legitimate 
sources of State revenue should be re- 
sisted, whether the presure comes on 
the one side from city or town govern- 
ments, or on the other from the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

We already have a tax on collateral 
inheritances. I believe the time has 
come when the increasing needs of our 
treasury demand a graduated tax on 
direct inheritances. This means of 
raising revenue is too familiar to need 
description here. It has worked no 
hardship in the States where it is now 
law. It could be so adjusted as to be 
little felt by those least able to bear 
it, and those who would be the 
heaviest contributors are the very 
ones whose larger share of the fruits 
of prosperity make it just that they 
should bear the greater burden. 

Another principle of taxation that * 

believe to be equitable is this: that he 
who is especially responsible for the 
waste and damage of public property 
should pay for any unusual damage 
that he causes. The suction of the 
automobile tire, for instance, is the 
cause of exceptional damage to the 
roads of the Commonwealth. I recom- 
menc a tax on all motor cars propor- 
tionate to horse-power, the entire pro- 
ceeds to be devoted to the mainten- 
ance of State highways. I firmly be- 
lieve that such a tax would alike re- 
move much of the present complaint 
against this mode of locomotion, and 
would vastly add to the comfort of all 
who use the highways for any pur- 
pose. 
Finally, if it is impracticable en- 
tirely to reverse the established State 
policy of distributing the larger part 
of the corporation tax to the cities and 
tewns, it is not, I trust, too late to pre- 
vent any further encroachment on 
legitimate State revenue.

| INSURANCE. 

| Many excellent suggestions will be 
laid before you for insurance reform. 
I would particularly urge upon you 
| two, in which I trust you will agree 
that Massachusetts should lead the 
| Way, as she has ever led the way in 


| insurance legislation. The experi- 
| ments are, I admit, radical, but no 
} More radical than the original sug- 


| gestion of insurance itself. 

The expense of life insurance largely 
consists in the cost of solicitors and 
collectors. If neither were necessary, 
the insured could secure protection at 
greatly less expense. To the poor, the 
| expense of so-called industrial in- 
surance is very severe; to be very 
' poor, it is prohibitive. I suggest for 
your earnest thought and careful con- 
sideration the subject of insurance of 
| the lives of those able to pay but a 
very small premium, but whose honor- 
, able pride is now in too many cases 
urging them to pay what they can ill 
afford if they would avoid a pauper’s 
, burial. Lite insurance without agents 
or collectors is an experiment in 
which the demands of the people are 
supplemented by practical plans. I 
commend for your consideration the 
study of plans to be submited to you 
for cheaper industrial insurance that 
may rob death of haif his terrors for 
the worthy poor. 

The mortality tables on which ordi- 
nary life insurance is based are half 
a century old. Civilization has ma- 
| terially lenthened the duration of 

human life im the last fifty years. The 
same principle that from time to time 
calls for the readjustment of laws 
regulating insurance methods in accor- 
| dance with changing conditions de- 
mands no less examination and recon- 
struction of the very 
| all life insuranee rests. 

The insurance department of the 

| Commonwealth has the records of 
hundreds of thousands of lives from 
which just and moderen mortality 
tables can be constructed. I recom- 
mend that the Insurance Commis- 
sioner be authorized to prepare an 

Official mortality table for Massachu- 

setts, for the information of the pro- 

fession and the people. 

BOILER INSPECTION. 

| The deplorable disaster in Lynn, fol- 

lowing upon the still more serious one 

in Brockton, is a warning that Massa- 

chusetts should no longer 

trust the inspection of insured steam 

boilers to the agents of insurance com- 

panies. In spite of the existence of 

fire insurance companies, all buildings 

must submit to some kind of official 

inspection. Logic and the public 
| safety demand that, in spite of the 

existence of boiler insurance com- 

panies, all steam boilers should at 
| least once a year be submitted to in- 
| spection under at least the direct con- 
| rol and supervision of the Common- 

wealth. 

Under the present law boilers that 
are insured are exempt from State in- 
spection and cannot be inspected by a 
State inspector even if the owner so 
desires. 
ture of the law should be amended 
so as to give atl citizens of the Com- 
monwealth the right to have State in- 
specion as we as inspection by an in- 
surance company. The law 
also include a provision for enforcing 
the keeping by every engineer of daily 
records of the running conditions of 
every steam plant on forms to be sup- 
plied by the Commonwealth’s boiler 
inspectors. 

ifte umber of boiler inspectors now 
in the employ of the Commonwealth is 
insufficient even for the thorough in- 
spection of boilers not insured. I rec- 
ommend their increase. Ultimately 
the Commonwealth must face the re 
sponsibility of examining every steam 
boiler within our borders by inspeetors 
selected after careful examination, as 
at present, by the Commonwealth. 
Such a policy would involve the em- 
ployment of at least a hundred trained 
men. The State cannot afford to have 
official inspection conducted by any 
but the best, and only the practical 
difficulty of securing at once so large 
a number of men, specially trained, 
prevents my urging the adoption of 
this policy at this time. 


REGULATION OF HIGHWAYS AND 
WIRES. 


The justification of State supervi- 
sion of telephones and telegraphs, a 
policy in which by the law of 1906 
Massachusetts is a pioneer, has al- 
ready been amply demonstrated. } 
suggest for your consideration whether 
even greater powers of regulation 
should not be given. 

It is evident that in another direc- 
tion this commission must be given 
ampler powers. 

The abuse of automobiles is not de 
creasing, it is increasing. No engineer 
can take charge of a steam boiler 
without an examination. A locomotive 
engineer must serve a long apprentice. 
ship before he is put at the throttle, 
though he moves only over set rails, 
on a line where every vehicle but one 
like his own is a trespasser. The 
automobile chauffeur, without any ex- 
amination, sometimes an _ over-con- 
fident young man, sometimes an in- 
experienced girl, is turned loose on 
the public highways in control of an 
engine nearly if not quite as danger- 
ous as a locomotive. Not even a law 
as to right of way checks collisions 
with other vehicles. 

I recommend that, as the sailing ves- 
sel has the right of way over the 
steamer on the high seas, so the horse 
and pedestrian shall for like cause be 
given, as the weaker, the right of way 
over the automobile on crossroad and 
highway. 

I further recommend the establish- 
ment of a board of expert examiners 
for chauffeurs, acting under the High- 
way Commission. 1 recommend that 
no person, owner or chauffeur, with- 
out a certificate of examination in rea- 
sonable practical tests in motor man- 
agement, shall be longer permitted to 
experiment with dangerous engines on 
the roads of Massachusetts, at the 
risk of the lives of the citizens of this 
Commonwealth.

LABOR. 


The General Coyrt of 1906 was espe- 
cially progressive in labor legislation. 
It is apparent that, to be effective, the 
law establishing the eight-hour day 
needs amendment. It is also apparent 

| that further legislation is necessary, 
that womanhood may be better fitted 
for motherheod and childhood for 
citizenship. It is further evident that 
legislation is necessary providing that 
any employee of the Commonwealth 
becoming cognizant in his official capa- 
city of a violation of the factory laws 
or of any laws of the Commonwealth 
should be permitted to report such 
violation to t#e District Police. 
European nations, not only from re- 
ligious motives but from motives of 
social economy and of common hku- 
manity, have found it necessary to 
provide at least one day’s rest in 
seven. If women and children are to 
be forbidden night work, all workers 
of all ages and sexes should be given, 
as far as poswible, the one day’s rest 
in seven especially demanded for a 
people of strenuous application and 
high-strung nervous activity. Where 
work of necessity and emergency en- 
forces employment on Sunday, an op- 
portunity should be given the Sunday 
toiler for some other day of rest. 


j the jury lists should be safeguarded 
. from such improper influences. Abso- 
luie justice should be forwarded by 
remedial amendments to the laws af- 
fecting the selection of juries, to the 
end that the corruptionist who seeks 
jury service and the citizen who 
evades service may no longer alike 
hamper the administration of justice 
and the law. 


BANKS, BANKING AND STOCK- 
BROKING. x 
The reorganization of the Bank Com- 
mission and the banking reform laws 
of 1906 leave but little to be sug- 
gested on this subject. Certain de 
partment stéres have, however, found 
a means of evading the spirit of the 
law, and, under the guise of private 
bankers, are soliciting deposits by of- 
fering rates of interest thereon which 
are likely to prove tempting to small 
depositors of the class that habitually 
use the savings banks. Such deposi- 
tors do not appreciate that they are 
in reality lending their money to mer- 
chants, at a rather low rate of interest, 
and that the failure of the department 
store would wipe their savings out of 
existence. I recommend the safe- 
guarding of these small depositors 
against this practice.

The medical examination of minors relative to unauthorized banking, ex-! 


engaged in industrial pursuits is work- 
ing well in England and other coun- 
tries. I suggest for your consideration 
whether minors with weak lungs or 
hearts or eyes or joints should longer 
invite premature deformity or death 
in occupations dangerous to their phy- 
sical development. Town after town 
already is reporting the beneficial 
effect of medical inspection of chil- 
dren in the schools. Shall not Massa- 
chusetts lead also in medical inspec- 
tion of the children in our factories?

missible, but remedial. Let us take 
those with weak hearts from the

| hood alone but life itself.

| Not only an enlarged force but a more 
definite division into departments is 
needed. 


REGULATION OF CORPORATIONS. 


The development of the transporta- 
| tion facilities of the Commonwealth 
demands your serious consideration. 
The increase of freight traffic on Mas- 
sachusetts steam roads has been so 
swift as actually to embarrass the fa- 
cilities of existing railroads, even with 
increased rolling stock and locomo- 
tives. There does not seem to have 
been trackage enough nor rolling stock 
enough nor power enough provided by 
| these public-service corporations to 
handle our swiftly increasing business. 

Corporations deserve fair play as 


| honestly said that the present highly 
unsatisfactory service in certain di- 
rections is wholly due to corporations 
and their management. It is notorious- 
ly difficult, for example, to get loco- 
motives built fast enough to keep up 
he the demand. 


These facts, however, do not ab- 
solve us from hunting down causes 
'of poor passenger service and freight 
congestion, and seeking a remedy. 
|The results of the investigations by 
the Railroad Commission will shortly 
| be open to you. The railroads them- 
‘selves have it in their power mate- 
riaily to relieve congestion, and in 
cases where @iey have shown no dis- 
position to exert such power, they 
should be compelled to do so. 
| I would suggest, further, that we 
should encourage adequate appropria- 
tions from the national government 
for harbor approaches to Boston, by 
moving for the improvement of freight 
terminals that shall supplement deep 
water at the docks and in the chan- 
nels of the harbor. 

The New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad has succeeded in Rhode 
Island and Connecticut in absorbing 
many street railways. This tendency 
has been checked in Massachusetts. 
| Legal proceedings brought by the At- 
torney-General are to decide whether 
existing law does or does not permit 
any steam railroad company to ab- 
sorb one street railway after another, 


till all are under one board of direc- | 


tors. Pending action of the courts, 
I merely desire at present to call your 
attention to the fact that the question 
at stake is, whether the control of 
every express package, every freight 
shipment, every passenger by through 
lines or by trolley lines can be vested 
in one huge corporation. 

In the proceedings now pending, the 
Commonwealth has taken the position 
that such a complete monopoly of 
transportation is not possible even un- 
der existing law. 

The regulation of railroads naturally 
suggests other regulation. The agita- 
tion of years has at last culminated in 
a national law for the regulation of 
freight rates on merchandise affected 
by interstate commerce. It is the busi- 
ness of the State to see to it in other 
respects that unjust discrimination 
does not prevail within its own bor- 
ders. 

I commend to your study the laws of 
other States against unfair local dis- 
crimination against certain sections in 
the retail prices charged by great cor 
porations for commodities in genera. 
use. 

JUDICIARY. 


I urge upon you the necessity of 
jury reform. When the bench itself in 
public utterance gives evidence as to 
the appearance even of the intoxicated, 
the criminal and the insane on Suffolk 
juries; when pressure is notoriously 
exerted to secure places especially on 
these juries as a compensation for po- 
litical favors; when men high in socia! 
and commercial life similarly exert 
pressure to be excused from jury serv- 
ice, it is certainly time that the au- 
thorities designated by law to prepare 


empted foreign banks from its prohibi- 
tions; and they are therefore per- 
mitted to do a savings bank business 
in this Commonwealth in competition 
with our savings banks, without any 
restrictions on the investment of their 
savings deposits, as in the case of the 
Massachusetts saving banks, and 
without any requirement of stockhold- 
ers’ liability, as in the case of the 
Massachusetts trust companies. 
Savings deposited with foreign bank- 
ing corporations, then, are not subject 
to the safeguards thrown about sav- 
ings deposited with Massachusetts sav- 
ings banks or trust companies; and 
the Bank Commissioner has no power 
to take steps to protect depositors un- 
til it appears that the corporation is 
insolvent, its capital impaired or its 
condition hazardous. The adequate 
protection of savings deposited with 
foreign banking corporations should 
be one of the first acts of your hon- 
orable body.

other words, o®the misuse of market 
quotations as a basis for public gam- 

bling. Any statute on this subject 

needs to be framed with conservatism 
and careg Means can, however, and 
should at once be found, as means 
have been found in other States, to 
discriminate between legitimate and 

honorable trading in securities and a 
| form of mere gambling whose exist- 
ence is a fruitful source of embezzle- 
ment and larceny. 

The bucket shop appeals primarily 
to those who expect and take a gam- 
bler’s risk. As great, if not a greater, 
evil is the swindling not of specula- 
tors, but of small investors, by adver- 
tisement of bogus enterprises, notably 
of questionable mining schemes. We 
prohibit the sale of poisonous patent 
| medicines and of impure foods. We 
; check by laws against stock watering 

the inflation of values of genuine prop- 

erty that does exist. I suggest to you 
the propriety of legislation against the 
| attempted sale through misleading ad- 
| vertising of properties which in some 
cases are known to be worthless by 


This very objectionabie fea-| Well as individuals; and it cannot be! the promoters and which in some 


| cases do not exist at all. Experience 
has shown that there are methods by 
which the bogus promoter can be made 
to feel the strong arm of the law. He 
should not longer be permitted to seek 


his prey unchecked in Massachusetts. | 


POWERS OF COMMISSIONS. 


Local differnces as to which city or 
town is in this or that particular year 
to receive attention in the improve- 

;}ment of harbors occupy a_nedless 
amount of time of the General Court. 
Various State boards are granted an 
annual apprepriation for carrying into 
effect the purpose for which they are 
created. I suggest a similar general 
appropriation for the Harbor and 
Land commission, and that all ques- 
tions as to which harbor needs atten- 

‘tion in any given year be referred to 
this commission, that the time of the 
General Court may be reserved for 
weightier matters affecting the entire 
Commonwealth. 

Members of he Harbor and Land 
Commission, like members of the 
Railroad Commission and of similar 
commissions, are permitted to engage 
in other occupations neither directly 
nor indirectly connected with their 
Official work. I recommend the repeal 
of chapter 503, Acts of 1894,—a piece 

| of special legislation, by which this 

} privilege, SO great an aid in the secur- 

ing of competent and efficient men to 

, Serve on commissions of a judicial 

character which do not necessarily 
occupy the whole of the time of their 
members, was taken from the Gas and 

Electric Light Commission. 


THE VOLUNTEER MILITIA. 


To its already long and honorable 
record the organized militia of the 
Commonwealth. adds another year 
marked by a faithful performance of 
ordered duty and by an appreciable 
advance in discipline and efficiency. 
Detachments from the Sixth and 
Ninth Infantry were actively on duty 
at the time of the disaster at Fram- 
ingham in July, and from the Second 
Infantry at the fire at Holyoke in 
December last. In each instance the 
service rendered was most creditable, 
receiving ample acknowledgment from 
the local civil authorities at -whose 
call the troops responded. To main- 
tain a proper esprit de corps, as well 
as to stimulate recruiting, the troops 
should be provided during the present 
year with a suitable and soldierly full- 
dress uniform, for which, in compli- 
ance with statute, a special appro- 
priation will be required In this, as 
in all other matters affecting the wel- 
fare of the force of upwards of six 
thousand officers and men whose 
public spirit prompts them volun- 
tarily to serve the Commonwealth, I 
earnestly recommend the most liberal 
action on the part of the Legislature. 


STATE FORESTRY.

| black and white. and they show a 
profit equivalent.to 30 per cent of the 
gross Income and 18 per cent on the 
4 ~apital invested. That is what we call 
a profitable business. 
How was this plant able to make so 
ood a showing? In a way so simple 


that any municipal plant could adopt} 


it with success if its superintendent 
were good at figures. And the best of 


it is that it makes competition by pei- | 


vate plants impossible because—well, 
stockholders are too inquisitive. 

In the first place the fixed charges 
for interest on the capital invested and 
for depreciation were entirely ignored. 
Then no allowance was made for taxes 
lost by having municipal instead of 
private ownership. Next, while full 
charge was made against the water de- 
partment and the city offices for lights 
and supplies, the superintendent con- 
veniently forgot to charge the lighting 
plant with the water used in its boil- 
ers and condensers or with its share of 
the salaries in the city accounting de- 
partment. Insurance was also over- 
looked. Finally, to make assurance of 
profit doubly sure, a number of items 
properly pertaining to maintenance 
were charged to “new constructions.” 
At the same time the charge for street 
and publie building lights was quite as 
high as in 
by private companies, which had some- 
how or other to provide for all these 
omitted items. 

It is perhaps needless to add that ex- 
cept for the judicious way 
superintendent prepared his report a 
considerable deficit would have appear- 
| ed instead of the gratifying profits. Of

Newly Discovered Work of Menander 

A highly interesting discovery is am- 
nounced from Egypt, says the Londom 
Athenaeum. M. Lefebvre, one of the 
inspectors in the service of the Egyp- 
tian department of antiquities, has 
been fortunate enough to disinter a 
large number of leaves of a papyrus 


of 1,200 lines. The publication of this 
most welcome discovery should enable 
modern scholars for the first time: to 
form an independent judgment om the

The spe- | 
cial character of the Spanish tempera- | 
ment and of Spanish developments In , 
literature and in art is marked by a} 
quality, rising and sinking with the! 
rise and fall of Gothic, which we call | 
the romantic spirit—a mixture, that is, | 
of the mysterious and grandiose with 
the grotesquely bizarre of the soaringly 
ideal with the crudely real, a mixture 
which to us today has the cunning fas- 
cination of art, but was really on both 
sides the natural outcome of the ex- 
periences and feelings of the men who 
created it. This romantic spirit was 
once the common of all 
Christendom, but the Spanish tempera- 
ment peculiarly lent itself to the ro- 
mantic attitude, and it is in Spain to- 
day that we may catch its final vanish- 
ing echoes. It is the church, always 
the most powerful stronghold of tradi- 
tion among any people, which enables 
the stranger most vividly to realize 
how well the romantic spirit has been 
preserved in Spain. Notwithstanding 
invasions from without and revolutions 
from within, especially during the 
early years of the last century, Spain 
is still the country where the mediae- 
val spirit of romantic devotion is most 
splendidly embodied and preserved.— 
Havelock Ellis in Atlantic.

The authorship of this crime, how- 
ever, like the recent assassination of 
Count Ignatieff and the unsuccessful 
attempt to blow up General Stolypin 
with a bomb, has been traced to the 
fighting organization of the Social Revo- 
lutionists, who recently resolved to re- 
sume full terroristic activity. 

The organization last night issued the 
customary proclamation avyowing and 
justifying the killing of Launitz, which 
Was accomplished with an ease and 
simplicity that has struck terror into 
the hearts of all other officials on the 
revolutionary death list.

REMOVED FROM OFFICE 


Medical Examiner Changed His 
Mind in the Tucker Case 
Boston, Jan. 4.—Governor Guild has 
removed Francis A. Harris, M. D., from } 
the office of medicat examiner fer Suf- 
folk county for cause, namely, unfit- 


ness for and in the performance of the 
duties of the office. 

Governor Guild has for several 
months been convinced of Harris’ unfit- 
hess longer to hold the office of med- 
ical examiner. This conviction on the 
part of the governor has been known 
to Harris himself—the governor's atti- 
tude being that he was willing that Har- 
ris should resign. 

Dr. Harris had been one of the med- 
ical <ayes of Suffolk county for 
more than 25 years. He was considered 
one of the foremost medical experts up 
to the time of the Tucker triai. At that 
time he was employed by the govern- 
ment as an expert witness and hiS ex- 
amination developed, next to that of 
the late Dr. Wood, the most important 
of the medical and surgical testimony 
which the state introduced. During 
the long contest to save Tucker from 
the death sentence Harris changed his 
mind regarding the statements which 


phase in the long contest was intro- 
duced. Harris claimed that the change 
in theory had resulted from experi- 
ments which he bad made on bodies 
since his testimony at the trial. 

After the public had become wrought 
up over this change of attitude and 
when many had come to fear that an 
injustice had been done at the trial, 
Harris reverted to his first theory, 
made at the trial, and again the com- 
plexion of evidence which was being 
weighed changed accordingly. It was 


after this dual change of mind that 
Governor Guild, believing that the 


medical examiner’s opinions could no 
longer be given the weight which they 
should, sought his resignation.

Says No Man Can See the End 


ot Negro Problem--Forakir 


Replies and Pays Respects to 
Captain McDonald 


inaxiinetan: Jan. 4.—The feature of 
the opening session of the senate after 
the Christmas recess was the discus- 
sion of the Brownsville affray. Ina 
earefully prepared Senator 
Culberson defended the of 
Brownsville agpeias the charge that 
they had “shot up” their town and 


committed the outrages with which the 
negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry have been held responsible. 
Culberson also defended the action of 
the president in discharging these sol- 
diers without honor. 

Mr. Culberson said that the conduct 
of the negro soldiers had been very 
irritating to the Brownsville people, 
and especially to the women. He said 
that Aug. 4 last, the day before the 

“shooting up” of the town, a criminal 
assault had been committed by a sol- 
dier on the wife of a citizen, and said 
that no arrests had been made for this 
crime. Culberson defended Captain 
McDonald of the Texas Rangers, to 
whom Mr. Foraker had referred be- 
cause of Major Blocksom’s reference to 
him *“*a man who was so brave that 
he would not hesitate to charge hell 
with a bucket of water.” 

In defending President Roosevelt for 
his dismissal of the troops, Culberson 
said the fact that the troops were ne- 
eroes had nothing to do with their dis- 

charges, for criminal offenses were cov- 
ered in the articles of war as are also 
discharges made to effect punishment. 

To establish the motive actuating the } 
negro soldiers in creating the alleged 
disturbance Mr. Culberson read reso- 
lutions recently Brie: by negro citi- 
zeus of Boston, which admitted that 
the “shot up the town,” and 
said “were determined to do for them- 
selves what the uniform of their coun- 
try would not do—protect them from 
insults and punish at the same time 
the authors of their misery.” 

After reading much of the testimony 
taken before the Brownsville grand 
jury, Mr. Culberson contended that the 
evidence proved beyond doubt that the 
shooting was done by the negro sol- 
but failed to identify the guilty

He concluded his speech of an hour 
and a half by a brief reference to the 

negro question in generai, saying that 
it still continued to be the most im- 
portant and the most dangerous ques- 
tion which confronts the American peo- 
ple. 

“In spite of the past, with its con- 

flicts and sacrifices,” he said, “this 
problem is still the greatest with which 
we have to deal. It involves laber, edu- 
eation, suffrage, social order, civil 
liberty self-government and the integ- 
rity of the white race. The end no man 
can see. 
“Speaking in part for the people of 
Texas—and plainness of speech is 
best—-it is not improper to say that they 
have dealt fairly and generously with 
the negro in all essentials. They are 
opposed to political domination by the 
ignorant or vicious; they are opposed 
to social equality with the negro; they 
are opposed to every tendency which 
will ultimately be destructive of the 
purity and integrity of the white race. 
And above all these, however vital they 
may be, there is that in the testimony 
in this case, and which to a degree un- 
derlies this trouble, which impels me 
to declare even in this great chamber 
that they purpose to protect even with 
their. lives what in their womankind 
is the immediate jewel of their souls.” 


Senator Foraker at once took the 
floor, remarking that he did not propose 
to discuss the race question or the mer- 
its of the Brownsville affair. He 
wanted his resolution adopted, which 
would ensure further inquiry, and his 
present purpose was but to defend him- 
self regarding the criticism charged 
against him for mentioning Captain 
McDonald. 

Commenting on. Culberson’s _ state- 
ment that his (Foraker’s) speech two 
weeks ago had offended certain Texans 
and had reflected particularly upon 
McDonald, the Ohio senator said he did 
not know what McDonald resented un- 
ess it was the term “gentleman.” For- 
aker said he didn’t know why McDon- 
ald would ‘charge hell with one bucket 
of water’ unless it was that he had no 
other use for the water. 

Mr. Lodge asked that the further 
discussion be postponed until Monday 
on account of his inability to speak be- 
cause of a sore throat. Although For- 
aker had previously objected to de- 
ferring consideration of the resolution 
he at once consented to the postpone- 
ment, as Lodge placed his request upon 
personal grounds. The resolution will 
be taken up on Monday next and 
pressed to a couclusion. 


Postponement of Court Martial 
Washington, Jan. 4—The war de- 
partment has been advised that the 
trial by court martial of Major Pen- 
rose and Captain Macklin, on the charge 
of neglect of duty in connection with 
the Brownsville affair, which was to 
have been begun at Fort Sam Houston 
today, has been postponed until Feb, 4 
on account of the disability of Macklin, 
who recently was shot.

A BOLD PROJECT. 3 


The Scheme by Which Malet Nearly 


Captured Paris In 1812. 
A bold seheme was that eR 
Malet, a Frenchman. Malet had! 


been a republican general, was ruined | 
| by the rise of Napoleon, betook himself | 
:| to plotting, was arrested and finally | 
put in a madhouse. During the eni-| 
peror’s absence in Russia in 1812 Ma- 
| Jet escaped one night from his prison, 
obtained a general’s uniform and with | 
an accomplice dressed as an aid- de- | 
camp made his way to the prison of 
La Force, where the unsuspecting gov- 
ernor released on his command two 
other ex-republicans, Generals Laborie 
| and Guidal, prisoners on a Itke charge 
to his own. Together they proceeded 
| to a neighboring barracks, announced 
to the commandant that Napoleon was 
' dead and that they were acting by the 
decree of the senate, ordered the troops 
to be paraded and dispatched bodies of 
| men upon: various duties. Some ar- 
rested Savary, the minister of police; 
others the poliee prefect. Another bat- 


talion seized the Hotel de Ville. Ev- 


| erybody obeyed Malet implicitly, even 
the prefect of the Seiné, and he would 


undoubtedly have gained possession of 
Paris had he not been recognized by 
Laborde, chief of the military police, 
as an escaped prisoner. He was ar- 
rested after a scuffle, the plot was un- 
raveled, and in due course Malet, with 
twenty-three of his abettors, was shot. 


HOW WATER ACTS. 


Its Expansion and Contraction and 
Its Solvent Powers. 

Water contracts as it falls from the 
normal! boiling point, 212 degrees, un- 
til it reaches 39 degrees. Below that 
degree it expands, and at 32 degrees,, 
the freezing point, it will expand 
enough to burst pipes and vessels hold- 
ing it. 

When the pressure of the air is be- 
jow normal, water boils at a lower tem 
perature than 212 degrees. This is no- 
ticed before a rain, when the barometer 
shows by a falling mercury a decreas 
ed air pressure. This also explains 
why water boils away more rapidly, 
quickly or at a lower temperature in 
the mountains, where the pressure of 
the air is less than on the seacoast or 
in the valleys. If sugar or salt is add- 
ed to water the temperature of the 
boiling point is raised a few degrees. 
As a rule, as water is heated it will 
hold a greater amount of a substance 
in solution. A familiar exception is 
the fact that ice water will dissolve 
twice as much lime as boiling water. 
At the other extreme boiling water 
will dissolve seventeen times as much 
saltpeter as will cold water. But wa- 


| ter varies in its solvent powers regard- 


less of heat. One pound of water will 
hold two pounds of sugar in solution, 
but only two ounces of common salt. 


Frankincense. 
Frankincense is the purest of all in- 
cense. It is a gum resin from an Ara- 
| bian terebinth. To obtain this a deep 


| incision is made in the trunk and be- 


low it a narrow strip of bark peeled 
off. When the exudation has harden- 


>! ed, the incision is deepared. In about 
| three months the resin has acquired a 
da vest- pocket}

gathered In large quantities and pack- 


lieved that the trees which yielded 
frankincense were infested by winged 
serpents, and the only way to be rid 
of them and to get at the treasure was 
by burning gum styrax, an odorifer- 


'ous balsam of aromatic smell. Frank 


incense was forbidden to be used for 
embalming, as it was sacred to sacri- 
ficial purposes. ‘The Israelites were 
strictly prohibited from compounding 
it. Now it is used largely in Roman

four years. Thus a hen lays at the 
age of one year about 20 eggs; at the 
age of two years, about 120; at the 
age of three years, about 135; at the 
age of four years, about 113; at ‘the 
age of five years, about 80, and at the 
age of six years, about 60. These fig- 
ures go to show that hens should never 
be kept in the poultry yard more than 
four years, for after the lapse of this 
time they do not yield a proper return 
on the food they consume.

The transactions in Trinity copper 
alone, yesterday, 73,892 shares, were 
heavier than the average day’s trading 
in the entire list of stocks dealt in on 
the Boston exchange. 

The last sale Thursday afternoon of 
Trinity was at 291. Buying orders in 
brokers’ offices accumulated to such 
an extent that the rush to purchase and 
the absence of orders to sell carried the 
opening price to 32. From this it ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds until it 
struck 397-8, withfn two points of the 
highest price recerded. 

Trinity’s extraordinary performance, 
together with the announcement by Mr. 
Lawson that he would not raid the Bos- 
ton coppers or suffer any one else to do 
so if he could help it, led to a broad and 
general speculation in the copper 
stocks, and the publie fairly took the 
bit in its teeth and ran away with the 
market. 

Since the close of the Boston stock 
market last Saturday the increase in 
capital value of 15 of the active Boston 
vopper stocks is $22,846,549, which 
seems almost incredible.

A BOLD PROJECT. 


The Scheme by Which Malet Nearly 
Captured Paris In 1812. 

A bold scheme was that engineered 
by Malet, a Frenchman. Malet had 
been a republican general, was ruined 
by the rise of Napoleon, betook himself 
to plotting, was arrested and finally 
put in a madhouse. During the em- 
peror’s absence in Russia in 1812 Ma- 
let escaped one night from his prison, 
obtained a general’s uniform and witb 
an accomplice dressed as an aid-de- 
camp made his way to the prison of 
La Force, where the unsuspecting gov- 
ernor released on his command two 
other ex-republicans, Generals Laborie 
and Guidal, prisoners on a like charge 
to his own. Together they proceeded 
to a neighboring barracks, announced 
to the commandant that Napoleon was 
dead and that they were acting by the 
decree of the senate, ordered the troops 
to be paraded and dispatched bodies of 
men upon yarious duties. Some ar- 
rested Savary, the minister of police; 
others the police prefect. Another bat- 
talion seized the Hotel de Ville. Ev- 
erybody obeyed Malet implicitly, even 
the prefect of the Seine, and he would 
undoubtedly have gained possession of 
Paris had he not been recognized by 
Laborde, chief of the military police, 
as an escaped prisoner. He was ar- 
rested after a scuffle, the plot was un- 
raveled, and in due course Malet, with 
twenty-three of his abettors, was shot. 


HOW WATER ACTS. 


Its ‘Expansion and Contraction and 
Its Solvent Powers, 

Water contracts as it falls from the 
normal boiling point, 212 degrees, un- 
til it reaches 39 degrees. Below that 
degree it expands, and at 32 degrees, 
the freezing point, it will expand 
enough to burst pipes and vessels hold- 
ing it. 

When the pressure of the air is be- 
low normal, water boils at a lower tem- 
perature than 212 degrees. This is no- 
ticed before a rain, when the barometer 
shows by a falling mercury a decreas- 
ed air pressure. This also explains 
why water boils away more rapidly, 
quickly or at a lower temperature in 
the mountains, where the pressure of 
the air is less than on the seacoast or 
in the valleys. If sugar or salt is add- 
ed to water the temperature of the 
boiling point is raised a few degreés, 
As a rule, as water is heated it will 
hold a greater amount of a substance 
in solution. A familiar exception is 
the fact that ice water will dissolve 
twice as much lime as boiling water. 
At the other extreme boiling water 
will dissolve seventeen times as much 
saltpeter as will cold water. But wa- 
ter varies in its solvent powers regard- 
less of heat. One pound of water will 
hold two pounds of sugar in solution, 
but only two ounces of common galt. 


Frankincense, 

Frankincense is the purest of all in- 
cense. It is a gum resin from an Ara- 
bian terebinth. To obtain this a deep 
incision is made in the trunk and be- 
low it a narrow strip of bark peeled 
off. When the exudation has harden- 
ed, the incision is deepened. In about 
three months the resin has acquired a 
sufficient degree of consistency. It is 
gathered in large quantities and pack- 
ed in goatskins. It was formerly be- 
lieved that the trees which yielded 
frankincense were infested by winged 
serpents, and the only way to be rid 
of them and to get at the treasure was 
by burning gum styrax, an odorifer 
ous balsam of aromatic smell. Frank 
incense was forbidden to be used for 
embalming, as it was sacred to sacri- 
ficial purposes. The Israelites were 
strictly prohibited from compounding 
it. Now it is used largely in Romay 
Catholic and high ehurch ceremonies.

Qn Abolishing 
Grade Crossing 
At Saville and 
Water Streets 


The City Solicitor will represent tbe 
city of Quincy on Monday, at the hear- 
ing before the Superior court at Ded- 
bam on the petition of the N. Y.,N. 
H. & H. R. R. forthe appointment. of 
a commission to determine if satety 
and convenience demand that the grade 
crossings at Saville and Water streets 
should be abolished, and if so, to de- 
termine how it shall be done. ‘The 
Citizens’ Association and Board of 
‘frade will also be represented. 

It 1s understood that no plans will be 
presented at this hearing, as it is but 
a preliminary one, but that they will 
be presented to the commission if one 
is appointed. 

There are mapy views as to how these 
grade crossings should be abolished, 
some favoring the depressing of the 
tracks, and others favoring the raising 
of the tracks that the streets may be 
under them. In view of the fact that 
there is at present quitea heavy grade 
on the railroad between Quincy Adams 
and Braintree it would seem that the 
only solution would be to raise the 
tracks so as to provide for Water street 
at least, beneath them. 

It was during Mayor Keith’s admin- 
istration that what seemed like a feasi- 
ble plan to abolish thé crossing at 
Quincy Adams was drawn up, but at 
that time the rai)road was not ready to 
do anything about changipg the grade. 

Mr. Keith’s plan closed up the cross- 
ing near the Quincy Adams depot, 
partically abolishing it as Water street 
was ended on each side of the tracks. 
It provided, however, for a new street 
to start in near the street railway 
turnout on Water street and to run ina 
south easterly direction crossing the 
tracks by an overhead bridge south of 
the station and intersecting Frankliv 
street not far from Pearl street. 

There aresome who argue that it 
would be a good thing to treat Saville 
street in the same way and abolish it al- 
together, but several improvements 
would be required in that event from 
the railroad. 

It must be boro in mind that the rail- 
road is planning for four tracks through 
Quincy, and that when constructed peo- 
ple cannot cross the railroad even at 
stations. 

Passengers from Boston will be land- 
ed on the west side of the track. There 
should be at least two subways to the 
east side, where the depot is now located 
one to accommodate the people who use 
Depot street, and one for those who 
use Saville street.

street. It is surprising the number of 
people who go through Sbheppard’s coal 
yard to and ‘from the depot. If the. 
railroad could be crowded over toward | 
Irving place, and a wide walk or cereal 
built on the east side to the depot it 
would be appreciated. 

At the same time Upland road should 
be extended in nearly a straight line| 
intersecting Granite street near Goffe 
street. This would necessitate the 


moving of the large house at the corner | 


of Saville street and Irving place and 
the discontinuation of parts of Irving 
place. 

If the railroad was allowed to close 
Saville street it should be willing to 
raise the Granite street bridge about 
ten feet, allowing the city to fill in the 
hollow below the bridge three or four 
feet. This would be a great improve- 
ment to Granite street, and would al- 
low loaded teams to pass beneath the 
bridge. The railroad should also be 
willing to widen out the Dimmock 
street bridge to the full width of street. 

Should the: Water street crossing be 
closed as suggested in the Keith plan, 
there would be the need of a wide 
; thoroughfare parallel and near the rail- 
road, between Water street and School’! 
street. This could be accompliske 
extending Marsh street to Water oppo- 
site Liberty street. Some day Marsh 
street should also be extended to Granite 
street near Whitwell street. 

Ifthe new overhead bridge is south | 
of Water street it may accommodate 
those who are clamoring fur a aew 
crossing near that point. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission} 
would undoubtedly favor raising the 
tracks north of Presidents bridge, be- 
cause they desire to continue the new 
Fornace Brook parkway beneath the | 
railroad to Merrymount park. It might | 
not be feasible, uowever, to raise the | 
Adams street or residents bridge. | 

If it is decided best to build a bridge 
over the railroad at Saville street, which 
Presidents Hill people would like, it 
would be necessary to grade Saville 
street from Hancock street to the bridge 
and the grade would be heavy. At the 
same time it would close the approach 
to the station and make it necessary to 
open a new street on one side or the 
ther of Saville street. 

The close proximity of the Quincy 
station, the grain store, and G. B. Bates 
block to Sayville street all complicate the 
abolition of the crossing. It would not 
be surprising for these reasons if the 
railroad favored raising the tracks both 
at Saville street and Water street.

126. They are the very latest thing 
in fire alarm boxes and are known as 
succession boxes j 

This means that should two boxes 
be pulled about the same time there 
will be no confusion of the alarm, and 
yet both boxes will give an alarm. 

As soon as the one pulled first gets 
through sounding the second box will 
begin and sound its signal. 

Under the so called noy-interferring 
boxes now in use, if two boxes were 
pulled about the same time, one would 
be cut out entirely. 

Another advantage is that each box 
will have several pairs of wires run- 
ning to it so that should one cireuit get 
out of order it would be but the work 
of afew minutes to open the rear of 
of the box and cut it into another 
circuit. 

It might also be added that the boxes 
in what is known as the danger district 
will be op separate circuits. 

The four boxes taken from Hancock 
street, will have new recording dials 
placed upou them and the boxes put up 
at different sections at Houghs Neck, 
so that that section will have better 
protection. 

At the present time there is but one 
box at Houghs Neck, and when that 
box is pulled it is an open question in 
which direction the driver of the 
apparatus shall go to find the fire. 

It might also be added that under 
the new arrangement the Houghs Neck 
boxes will be upon a circuit by them- 
selves. 

The new work is being done by the 
Gamewell Co., under the direction of 
Mr. Gavin, the superintendent of 
fire alarm.

A SHOCK TO AMERICANS 


Prominent Membersot Advisory 
Board Would Have Money Ap 
propriated to Show ‘‘Splendors 


ot War’? Withdrawn 


Boston, Jan. 5.—A lengthy protest 
by members of the advisory board of 
the Exposition 


“the diversion of the exposition to the

service of militarism’ was made public | 
here last night. The protest is made 
by President Wright of Clark college, | 
E. D. Mead and Rey. E. E. Hale, D. D., 
of Boston, Cardinal Gibbons of Balti- 
more, President Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers of America, Miss Jane 
Addams of Chicago, Miss M. C. Thomas, 
president of Bryn Mawr college, and 
many other persons of note. The docu- 
ment in part is as follows: 

“The extravagant militarism of the 
program of the coming Jamestown Ex- 
position, as developed and disclosed 
during the last few months, is a pro- 
Yound shock to a great body of 
American people, In one of the official 
issues of the official organ of the expo- 
Sition there is published conspicuously 


a list of ‘attractions’ of the coming ex- 
position. Eigtiteen of the items, nearly 


all relating to the proposed naval and 
military display, are given.” 

The protest continues: “We believe 
that the knowledge of this program 
has come to three-quarters of the 
American people as a great surprise. 
It is a program utterly different from 
that given when the plan of the James- 
town Exposition was first submitted to 
the public, when a large body of men 
and women whom we honor were, with 
ourselves, invited to a place upon its 
advisory board, and when the various 
states were asked for and granted 
large financial support to insure its suc- 
cess, 

“That an international naval and 
military celebration was to have con- 
gspicuous place in the exposition’s pro- 
gram, as provided for by congress in 
granting aid for that purpose in 1905, 
was well known, and was convention- 
ally proper; but, the purpose to make 
this great exposition primarily a n@val 
end military spectacle, to intoxicate 
the American people for six months by 
a ‘great living picture of war with all 
of its enticing splendors,’ encouraging 


the notion that war is a thing of 
splendor, a pageant and a game, in- 
stead of a horror, and today almost in- 
variably a crime, was not known, was 
not avowed and has clearly been a 
gradually evolving purpose, whose 
carrying out, as now advertised, can 
only work immense mischief to the 
country. We solemnly protest agaiust 
it. 


“Could our counsel at this hour avail 
it would be that the greater part of the 
amount now appropriated for showing 
the American ‘the sptendors of 
war’ be withdrawn from that oftice, 
whether the apportionment of money 
be by the exposition’s authority or con- 
gressiona! authority, and devoted to 
showing them the splendors of justice. 

“This exposition is to open the first 
of May.

BRAIN QUALITY. 


It Is of Just as Much Importance as 
the Quantity. 

The brain of Daniel Webster weigh- 
ed fifty-six or fifty-seven ounces, that 
of Napoleon Bonaparte about the same. 
This is about three pounds and a half. 
These were exceeded by the brain of 
Cuvier, the great French naturalist, 
which weighed between fifty-nine and 
sixty ounces, and that of the French 


surgeon Dupuytren, which weighed 
fifty-eight ounces. The average 


weight of the brain of man is about 
fifty ounces and of women forty- 
five ounces. The maximum weight of 
the healthy adult brain is about sixty- 
four ounces and the minimum thirty- 
one ounces. Men of great intellectual 
power have generally if not always 
possessed large brains. The quality of 
the brain is, however, quite as impor- 
tant as the quantity, so that a large 
brain does not of necessity constitute 
a great man. The size of the brain is 
not in proportion to the physical de 
velopment of the body, either in ani- 
mals orin man. The horse has a brain 
less in weight than the smallest adult 


| human brain; that of a whale seventy- 


five feet long was found to weigh not 
quite twice as much as that of a man. 
Even in men there is no fixed relation 
between the sizeof the body and that 
of the brain. A small man may have 
a large brain and a big man a small 
brain. 


: Warship Models. 

Paraffin wax models of all proposed 
British battleships are used by the 
admiralty for tests before the keels of 
the ships are laid down, the minia- 
tures being tested in a great tank.

NATURAL KITCHENS. 


Places Where Cooking Is Done In 
Boiling Springs. 

There are one or two countries—Ice- 
land, for example—where washday is 
not dreaded, because nature provides 
the hot water at one’s very door in the 
shape of steaming springs of spouting 
geysers. But there is only one country 
where the native women do practically 
all their cooking by unaided nature, 
and that is the North island of New 
Zealand. Here is a wonderland of a 
thousand square miles so volcanic that 
a fire may be lighted by inserting a 
few sticks in the earth, and wherever 
one makes a hole he speedily has a pool 
of boiling water, into which a pudding 
may be lowered incased in a cloth and 
cooked expeditiously. 

Frequently in perfectly cold streams 
a boiling hot current may be seen and 
felt running along the edge of the 
river, and here the Maori women do 
their own and the white man’s wash- 
ing. Naturally the volcanic region of 
New Zealand is a dangerous country to 
wander in without a guide, and many 
tourists have lost their lives as the re- 
suit of such carelessness. Maori serv- 
ants boil coffee and eggs in this way.— 
New York Tribune.

Numb r Entered at American 


Ports During the Fiscal Year

Washington, Jan. 7—The fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1906, produced a record 
eclipsing all former figures on the sub- 
ject of immigration, according to the 
annual report of F. P. Sargent, the 
commissioner general of immigration. 

During that period the population of 
the United States was increased by the 
admission of 1,100,735 immigrant aliens, 
and 65.618 non-immigrant aliens enter- 
ed at its ports, making the total admis- 
sions 1,166,353. ‘The increase over last 
year’s record was 106,598. During the 
fiscal year 1905 11,480 aliens were re- 
jected and during the past year 12,432. 
Of the immigrant aliens, that is, those 


who intended settling in fhe United 
States, there were 764,463 males and 
336,272 females. 


“Without exception,” the report says, 
“all the coantries from which we for- 
merly obtained the greater part of our 
foreign population, and which are in- 
habited by races nearly akin to our own, 
have supplied us with smaller numbers 
during the past year than during 1905. 
Ireland sent 17,950, England 15,210, 
Sweden 3281, Germany 3010, Denmark 
1229, and Scotland 1111 less. On the 
other hand the four largest gains are: 
Italy, 51,641; Russia, 30,768: 
8974, and Turkey (in Europe: 
5165.”

China, 1544: Japan, 13,825, and 
West Indies 13,656. 

The immigration from sonthern and 
eastern Europe, the commissioner says, 
is a result of general unrest existing 
among the laboring classes of those sec- 
tions, which is encouraged or even fo- 
mented by the steamship agents scour- 
ing the country for passengers, and the 
commissioner says more drastic meas- 
ures are required to effect a discontinu- 
ance of these practices. That the 
physical and mental quality of the 
aliens we are now receiving is much 
below that of those who have come in 
former years, he says, ,is evident. 

The report refers to what the com- 
missioner believes to have been exten- 
sive schemes to secure foreign labor 
brought to light in the past year and 
now being investigated. The evidence 
is already at hand, the report says, to 
show that some individual or corpora- 
tion is engaged in importing numbers 
of Japanese laborers to work on the 
Tailroads of the northwest. 

These Japanese come to Hawaii des- 
tined to “hotels” kept by labor agents 
and claim that they are merely seek- 
ing labor that may be secured in the 
islands. They are admitted to the isl- 
ands and after remaining a few days or 
weeks there they ship for the north- 
western mainland ports. Having been 
admitted at the Hawaiian ports, their 
yoyage thence is “coastwise” and they 
cannot be examined on arrival at the 
mainland port under the alien labor 
contract or any other provision of the 
immigration laws. The immigrgtion 
commissioner at San Francisco reports 
that Japanese have been arriving there 
coastwise from Honolulu and from 
Canadian ports at the rate of 1000 to 
5000 a month. The report says “that 
several thousand laborers have been 
imported under this evasion of the law 
is not doubted.” 

The Chinese exclusion law and the 
many difficulties attending its enforce 
ment are discussed. The commissioner 
reports that on the Mexican border 
Chinese coolies are constantly being 
smuggled into this country from Mex- 
ico. 

The commissioner again recommends 
increasing the penalties on steamship 
companies for bringing aliens afflicted 
with dangerous or loathsome diseases 
and either to enlarge the prohibited 
classes or to adopt means to compel 
steamship companies to observe in good 
faith the law which forbids them to 
encourage or solicit immigration. 

During the early part of the year, the 
report says, the “white slave” traffic 
Was extensively revived. Many of the 
girls and women imported for immoral! 
purposes were brought through Mexico 
and secured a right to citizenship by 
marrying Chinese born in this country.

In the eighteen years of the city 
government, according to the Mayor's 
Inaugural address, a debt of $1,785,350 
has been accumulated, although we 
have been paying maturing debt to the 
amoant of about $75,000 annually, and 
a large sum for interest on debt. This 
represents a net increase of nearly $100, - 
000 per year. To have paid this as cur- 
rent expenses would have increased the 
tax rate each year from $4 to $5. 
Quincy bas today a municipal debt of 
$540,450 which is $53,820 larger than a 
year ago; a sewer debt of $526,400 
which is $2,700 larger; a water debt of 
$684,500 which is $9,500 smaller; and a 
playground debt of $34,000, which is 
$2,000 smaller. 

The limit of the municipal debt is 
$624 308, and increasing each year. The 
margin within this limit on Jan. 1, ac- 
cording to Mayor’s address, was $83,- 
858. Yetorders were introduced into the 
new City Council to go to the Legisla- 
ture for authority to borrow above this 
limit, $75,000 for a new 
scheathouss, and $200,000 for water ex- 
tensions and meters. 

Whatever the limit, 
will find it easy to exhaust it, 
unfortunate that 
crease each year instead of 
The city borrowed $113,000 in 1005 for 
enlargement of the High school, but in 
1906 paid off but $5,000 and in 1907 pays 
but $6,000, less than one-tenth in two 
years. Inthe years from 1912to 1915 
inclusive, the city must pay $15,000 
each year, Thus the debt increases and 
also the interest. The taxpayers are 
fooled for awhile but mut pay ulti- 
mately.

Fireman Thought to Have Per- | Foy’s Food Bargains! 


ished Is Rescuied Alive 
New York, Jan. 8.—The search for 
the three firemen who went down with 
the ruins when Hill’s paper warehcuse 
was burned Monday night, was sud- 


denly halted last night as the sound of 
fomeone rapping on a timber from 
within the debris was distinctly heard. 
| For nearly 24 hours, with brief res- 
pite, firemen had sought the men’s 
bodies, and at first they doubted their 
senses. As they stared at each othera 
voice from beneath the charred pile 
and recognized as that of Joln Seufert 
was faintly heard. 

Soon they had driven a pipe through 
the debris which finally reached him 
and through this some stimulants and 
hot coffee were sent to him. Through 
the pipe also a priest heard his confes- 
sion, as it was feared he might be 
crushed to death at any moment. 

The rescuers began to work like de- 
mons to clear away the debris, but the 
fear of the walls falling in or the sand 
working into the cavity where the fire- 
min lay was so great that the utmost 
caution was necessary. 

Seufert was taken out of the ruins at 
1:45 o'clock this morning. He will live, 
it is said. He was very weak and his 
right leg badly injured.

Did Not Utter the Harsh Words 
Atiributed to Him 
Baltimore, Jan. 8—-Since Cardinal 
Gibbons issued his statement Dec. 13 
last regarding the church trouble in 
France he has received many inquiries 
from various parts of the country ask- 
ing for his authority as to the quota- 
tions cited by him from public utter- 
ances of M. Briand, French minister of 
public worship. The cardinal credited 

Briand as saying: 

“The time has come to root up from 
the minds of French children the 
ancient faith which has served its pur- 
pose and replace it with the light of 
free thought; it is time to get rid of the 
Ciristian idea. We have hunted 
Jesus Christ out of the army, the navy, 
the schools, the hospitals, insane and 
orphan asylums and law courts, and 
Low We must hunt Him out of the state 
altogether.” 

Premier Clemenceau bas denied, on 
the authority of Briand, that the latter 
as minister ever delivered any such 
statement as is given in the second 
sentence of the foregoing excerpt. Car- 
dinal Gibbons says that the quotations 
were taken from the London Saturday 
Review of Aug. 18 and Aug. 25, 1906.

THE CAPE COD CANAL 


REVIVAL OF OLD PROJECT TO SHORT- 
EN BOSTON-NEW YORK ROUTE. 


The Scheme Was First Mooted In 
the Reign of Charles I1.—The Ad- 
vantage of the Plan to Commerce 
and Passenger Trafiie. 


HE canal across 
Cape Cod that 
August Bel- 
mont and other 
capitalists pro- 
pose to build 
and for which 
the eminent en- 
“gineer, William 
Barclay Par- 
has made 
plans is by no 
means a new 
project. It 
seems strange 
that the work 
of uniting the waters of Buzzards bay 
and Cape Cod bay has not been put 
in execution long ere this, for the ad- 
vantages to commerce and navigation 
are manifest. The present journey 
around Cape Cod to Boston harbor is 
a perilous 6ne. Passenger traffic espe- 
cially would be facilitated by the dig- 
ging of the canal, for the route to Bos- 
ton from New York and points on 
Long Island sound would be mate- 
rially shortened, and many dangers 
would be eliminated. Mr. Parsons, 
who was the engineer of the now fa- 


sons,

mous New York subway, recommends 
a sea level canal, and the engineering 


difficulties of the problem are not 
great, for the waters of the two bays 
come almost together as it is at cer- 
tain times, and there is no material 
difference in their tide level. 

The Cape Cod canal has been a joke 
for a century or two among Cape Cod 
folks. It was in 1620 that the pil- 
grims landed on the sandy shores of 
the cape, and it was but a compara- 
tively short time after that event, 
during the reign of Charles IIL., that 
the scheme now to be put in actual op- 
eration was first mooted. Since then 
the Cape Cod canal has been the mar- 
iner’s dream, and several times it has 
seemed on the eve of fulfillment. The

Massachusetts records of 1676 contain 
a reference to the project, and in 1687 
the general court of the state appoint- 
ed a commission “to view a place for 
'a passage to be cut through the land 
in Sandwich from Barnstable bay to 
|Mahomet bay for vessels to pass 
through to and from the western parts 
of the country.” One of George 
Washington’s engineers made a sur- 
vey for the purpose of a canal in the 
year 1776, and about forty years later, 
when John C. Calhoun was secretary 
of war in the cabinet of President 
Monroe, he reported in favor of the 
construction of such a canal, His idea 
was that a chain of artificial water- 
ways might be constructed which 
would afford continuous passage for 
vessels of war as well as ships of 
commerce from Boston all the way 
down the Atlantic coast, so that at no 
place would they be compelled to go 
,into the open sea. A portion of this 
plan was actually carried out. - But 
| the Cape Cod canal was not built. In 
| 1885 another move in the matter was 
made, and about a mile of canal was 
really dug. 

Cutting off the forearm stretching 
out from the mainland of Massachu- 
setts Into the sea would shorten the 
route usually pursued by vessels from 
Long Island sound by about 150 miles, 
and the dangers met with on this 
treacherous coast In winter would be 
avoided. It is estimated that the ca- 
nal could be built in three years. 

The late Joseph Jefferson, former 
President Grover Cleveland and oth- 
ers known to fame have helped to 
keep Cape Cod 
and the Buz- 
zards bay re- 
gion In the pub- 
lic eye. Sarah 
Pratt Greeneand 
Joseph C. Lin- 
coln have writ- 
ten about its 
inhabitants. It 
was Thoreau 
who declared 
that the sand of 
the cape was 
such a nuisance 
that the tops of 
some of the sand hills were in- 
closed with boards and signs put up 
forbidding persons to enter the in- 
closures lest their feet should disturb 
the sand and set it to blowing or slid- 
ing. It was this same philosopher 
who described the Wellfleet oysterman 
who admitted that he was “a good for 
nothin’ critter’ under “petticoat gov- 
ernment.”

Boxes Stored There Could Not 
Be Located--McClellan’s Coun-

New York, Jan. 9.—To prevent, he 
tays, possible tampering with the bal-

It is 
plain therefore that the Metropolitan 
assessments of $82,486.48 in 1906 would 
entail a tax of over $3 per $1,000 in- 
stead of $2.77 as figured by the Mayor 
in his address.

Unwilling to work 
in daylight, he has in the dark hours 
before dawn, without notice to the 
hoard of elections, attempted to take 
from their present legal custody the 
ballot boxes of the last mayoralty elec- 
tion and turn them over to himself, 
that is, to Shearn, his new deputy at- 
torney general, that is to Hearst. Of 
course in the custody of Hearst they 
will be safe and inviolate; and of course, 
too, it would be presumptuous for May- 
or McClellan to protest against such 
custody, or even to suggest that he 
should have had notice of such a pro- 
ceeding. 

“As a lawyer and a citizen, I deem 
this action of the attorney general in 
closing the last door to the possible dis- 
covery of fraud as unworthy of his of- 
fice and contrary to the law and spirit 
of our institutions.”

Scranton, Pa., Jan. 9.—Twenty-three 
new cases of typhoid were reported up 
to 10 o'clock last night, the total 
number being 1007. Four deaths were 
reported yesterday, making a total of 
74. Mayor Dimmick declares that the 
city is now, to all intents and purposes, 
under martial law. Warrants for 70 
property holders were issued at the in- 
stance of the mayor. They were or- 
dered to put their premmses in a sani- 
tary condition and neglected to do so. 


Ouke anc Duchess Separate 

London, Jan. 9.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough have at last 
sepurated and all talk of reconciliation 
is now out of the question. Yesterday 
the legai deed of separation was signed 
by each of them, and once again an 
American girl has emerged from sensa- 
tional marital troubles with her colors 
flying and her reputation unblemished.

Havana, Jan. 9—Governor Magoon 
has sigued a treaty of extradition be- 
tween the republics of Cuba and Santo 
Domingo.

RAILROAD DELAYS 


Boston and Albany Is Criticised 
For Its Ill-Timed Frugality 
Boston, Jan. 9.—A recommendation 

for freer and more timely expenditures 
by the management of the Boston and 
Aibany railroad is a feature of the 
railroad commission’s long anticipated 
report on delays on the railroads hay- 
ing terminals in Boston. The report 
discusses the breaking of the lease of 
the Boston and Albany and the New 
York Central railroad as one remedy, 
but advises against breaking the lease, 
preferring rather to bring pressure to 
bear on the management that will result 
in bringing equipment and service up 
to first-class standards. Incidentally 
the board recalls that the equipment 
of the Boston and Albany at the time 
of the lease was by no means the best 
ideal to hold up as a standard. 

The board cites the railroad delays 
all over the.country as an indication 
that Boston conditions are not peculiar, 
and intimates that the Boston and AI- 
bany is more blameworthy than the 
other lines entering Boston by making 
less provision beforehand for the great 
flood of business that has caused the 
trouble. The Boston and Maine and 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
managements are only briefly men- 
tioned, their trouble being laid largely 
to the overcrowding of terminals. 


Peonage In West Virginia 

Bluefield, W. Va., Jan. 9.—Under 
the peonage law an investigation has 
been completed and evidence submitted 
to Governor Dawson, at the instance 
of the Italian ambassador at Washing- 
ton, charging a lumber camp at Estalle 
with securing a’ carload of Italian la- 
borers from immigration agents and 
herding them in detention camps under 
armed guards. One man‘escaped and 
went 40 miles to Prince station, where 
he was overtaken and arrested under 
a warrant. Similar conditions are said 
to exist in Mercer and Raleigh coun- 
ties. 


Stee! Company's Bi; Suit 

Halifax, Jan. 9.—The Dominion Iron 
and Steel company, which, in its litiga- 
| tiou with the Dominion Coal company, 
demands more than $15,000,000, has 
| filed its statement of claims in the 
| supreme court. The steel compaty 
| asks the court to declare that its con- 

tract with the coal company is still in 

existence and to appoint a receiver for 
the coal company, in case the latter re- 
fuses to fulfill the contract. The steel 
company says that it was solely de- 
pendent upon the coal company for its 
supply of coal. 


Policyholders Want Receiver 

Soston, Jan. 9.—A number of the 
policyholders of the American Insur- 
ance company, which was forced to as- 
sign on account of bosses if the San 
Francisco fire, in a petition in the su- 
preme court asking for the appointment 
of a receiver, allege that the 40 percent 
setulement which other policyholders 
| were induced to make was obtained by 
fraud and that the company has sufli- 
cient funds to pay all claims in full. 


Naval Wonder to Cross the Pond 

London, Jan. 9.—Battleship Dread- 
nought is about to make a notable 
cruise across the Atlantic, which will 
| take her to West Indian waters at 
‘ about the time Rear Admiral Evans’ 
squadron will be in the same vicinity. 
The purpose of the cruise is to test the 
seaworthiness of the battleship and 
also to test her batteries under adverse 
| Sea conditions. 


| Wrestier Barnes Defeats Canadian

Probably only a few people read this 
paragraph in Quincy semi-weekly, but 
it would not be possible to print more 
mis-statements in 17 lines: 

‘‘A word to close showing the incon- 
sistency of the Ledger on city finances. 
It has always been a warm advocate of 
refunding the city debt and favored ap- 
pealing to the Legislature for the right 
to doso. It favored the borrowing of a 
large sum outside the debt limit for | 
building streets and advocated appeal- | 
ing to the legislature. The Houghs’ 
Neck boulevard is a monument of that 
work, These were both burdens upon 
the taxpayers and were unnecessary, It} 
opposes the extension of the water Sys- | 
tem and it opposes the building of the 
Coddington school this year. Both of 
these are necessary and will cause no | 
additional burden upon the taxpayers. 

The Daily Ledger is not an advocate | 
of refunding the city debt, but on the} 
contrary favors a more prompt payment } 
that the taxpayers may feel the burden} 
imposed and not be fooled. 

The Daily Ledger does not favor 
going outside the debt limit for streets 
or schoolhouses, and now that the water | 
and sewer systems are established does | 
not think it necessary to go outside the 
limit for water or sewers. It should be 
possible to raise $20,000 annually within | 
the limit for water extension, and also 
a reasonable sum for sewer extensions. 

The Daily Ledger is not oppused to 
water extensions, but would have money 
appropriated for extensions, used for 
extensions not for house connections and 
current expenses. 

The Daily Ledger is not opposed to 
the building of a Coddington school- 
house this year, but an earnest advocate. 
It is Mayor Thompson who favors 
delay, saying in his message: 

‘*The needs of the Coddington district 
are pressing, but increase in cost of 
material and labor, with the require- 
ments of the up-to-date school building, 
represents a large expense, and relief 
here must await such time as the fioan- 
cial condition of the city can afford it.”’ 

The Daily Ledger would not crowd 
out a new Coddington, but would crowd 
out all other improvements until means 
are provided for the Coddington, It 
will take until September, at best, to 
prepare plans and secure approval of 
the School Committee and State author- 
ities. If it is later, in October, Nov- 
ember or December the payment of 
maturing debt will increase the margin 
withio the limit. 

It would appear from the passage of 
the street loans late in 1906 that there 
wasa studied effort to use up the margin 
within the debt limit and crowd out 
the new Coddington, Money appropri- 
ate in December for streets cannot be 
used until next May or June and 
probably later, and the appropriations 
were unnecessary. In closing thp Ledger | 
quotes from the New Bedford Mercury: | 

“The Legislature sbould require 
cities to live within their income, but 
it should immediately remove the limit 
on the tax rate and probibit the creation 
of any further debt for running ex- 
penses. If the legislature doesn't take 
cognizance of the problem of the cities 
before many years an appalling sensa- 
tiun will be furnished. There is no 
evidence that Our governors or Lezis- 
latures have any appreciation of tbe 
critical nature of the siiuation,’’

Washington, Jan. 10.—By a vote of 


27 to 50, the house, in committee of the Council appointed to consider the 


whole, having the army appropriation 
blll under consideration, refused to 


strike out an item of $1,000,000 for the 


purpose of paying the expenses of regi- 
meuts, battalions, squadrons and bat- 
teries of the organized militia to partici- 
pate in such brigade or division 
caupments as may be established for 
the field instruction of the troops of the 
regular army. 

Mr. Hay (Va.) insisted that the 
maneuvers did not amount to much, and 
said that so far as the maneuvers held 
in Virginia were concerned they were 
a farce. He contended that the en- 
campment was of little good to the Na- 
tional Guard and expressed the opinion 
that they should not be held oftener 
than once in every two years. 

Mr. Young (Mich.) thought it was the 
utmost folly to try to have an organized 
militia and not give them the very best 
possible opportunity to learn the art 
of war. 

Mr. Hull! (la.), in charge of the bill,

SACRED THREADS. 


The Cords Worn by the Three Castes 
of the Hindoos, 

The sacred thread of the Brahmans is 
well known. It is a caste distinction 
assumed at an early age and never 
parted with. It must be made by a 
Brahman and should consist of three 

; Strands, each of a different color, for- 
| ty-eight yards in length, doubled and 
twisted together twice, the ends tied 
in knots. It must be worn next the 
| skin, over the left shoulder, hanging 
| down to the thigh on the right side. 
| The three castes of the Hindoos are 
distinguished by the material of these 
threads—cotton for the Brahmans, 
hemp for the warriors and wool for the 
artisans. The Parsees also wear the 
sacred thread, and boys of seven or 
nine are invested with it, the threads 
used being made always of fibers of 
the suru tree. Monier Williams de- 
scribes the sacred girdle of the Par- 
; Sees as made of seventy-two woolen 
| threads, forming a flat band, which is 
' twined three times around the body 
; and tied in two peculiar knots, the se- 
eret of which is known only to the 


he had served four years in active war | Parsees. 


and that with a single exception he had 
never seen any regiment, brigade, divi- 
sion, battery or squadron maneuver 
either in camp or in battle upon any of 
the magnificent plans and detail they 
undertook to perform at hishome.

“There never was a man punished 
for anything connected with it,” said 
Grosvenor. “There never was an offi- 
cer called upon to report and there 
never was any report made by the offi- 
cers of that regular battery, and the 
fecble attempt of the local authorities 
to punish the men who committed that 


cold-blooded murder was utterly fu- 
tile.” 
He charged that the wsr _ depart- 


ment, in addition to the regular officers 
and men, had taken up the cudgel in 
opposition to the authorities and in op- 
position to the militia of the state.

To Avert War-Time Difficulties 

Washington, Jan. 10.—Details of 
vital importance to the militia of the 
country are contained in the order is- 
sued from the war department govern- 
ing the mobilization of that arm of the 
national defense in case of war. Some 
of these provisions follow: 

A suflicient reserve force to meet any 
emergency must always be left within 
a siate or territory when its militia is 
calied into the service of the nation. 
The president alone is the exelusive 
judge of the existence of an emergency 
justifying a call for the militia. The 
tmainimum strength of the militia or- 
ganizations which states must main 
tain if they expect to receive allot- 
ments from the congressional appro- 
priation for the maintenance of the 
lnilitia is placed at 5S for a company of 
infantry, troop of cavalry. company of 
engineers, and signal company. A 
coast artillery company must have a 
minimum of 63 and a battery of field 
artillery 133. Organizations below 
these numbers must be immediately re- 
cruited to the standard before they can 
leave the home station in case of call. 

In addition to equipping their men, 
the state officiais must purchase cooked 
meats for the militiamen where they 
cannot use rations in kind and for this 
purpose an allowance of 60 cents per 
day is authorized for each man, which 
is increased to 75 cents when travel- 
ing. The United States will pay these 
bills as well as those for transportation 
of the militia upon certification from 
the proper state officers. States that 
already have the United States stand- 
ard of physical examination for recruits 
ghal! have these troops mustered into 
service at once and without interfer. 
ence With the supreme duty of 
militia, “the defense of the country” 
physical examination to be made by an 
army officer later on and after the mus- 
ter. To facilitate the settlement of pen- 
sion claims the militiamen will be ex- 
amined medically prior to being mus- 
tered out.

Election to the Most Exclusive Ones 
Is a Serious Business, 

Election to the exclusive clubs of 
Paris is a very serious business. The 
proposer and seconder must not only 
know all about their candidates, but 
be able to bear witness to their ante- 
cedents and even to their forefathers. 
They must write to all their friends 
and ask them to support their candi- 
dates. When the election takes place, 
they must not only be in the room, but 
approach each member individually as 
he comes up to the ballot box and ask 
him for his support. 

When the member has been elected, 
he arrives the first day as a kind of 
stranger and with his hatin hand. He 
is then formally introduced by one of 
his proposers to each member sepa- 
rately who happens to be in the room 
at the time. On the second occasion 
he has ceased to be a stranger and may 
leave his hat in the hall, but he Is still 
expected to go round the room with 
one of his proposers and be formally 
introduced. This lasts for a week, by 
which time he is assumed to know all 
his colleagues, though a foreigner who 
is extra punctilious and insists on be- 
ing introduced to every member of the 
club gains considerably in popularity.

A Puzzled Author, 

When Alphonse Daudet brought out 
“Sappho” an American publishing 
house that issued religious books, not 
knowing its character, offered M. Dau- 
det a large sum for advance sheets of 
the work. He accepted the offer, and 
the advance sheets were sent. When 
the publishers received them they de- 
cided that they could not issue the 
book, and they cabled to the author, 
“‘Sappho’ will not do.” This dispatch 
puzzled Daudet. He consulted with 
numbers of friends, and this was the 
conclusion at which they eventually 
arrived: “Sappho” in French is spelled 
with one “p’’—“Sapho,” after the Greek 
fashion. In English It is spelled with 
two. An unusually acute friend point- 
ed this out to Daudet, which much re- 
lieved the novelist, and he cabled back 
to the publishers, “Spell it with two 
p's.” It is needless to state that the 
publishers were more astonished at 
Daudet’s reply than he had been at 
their cable dispatch.

How Mayor 
Reduced Them 


To Reach Figures 
In Inaugural 


Editors of the Quincy Daily Ledger: 

In your editorial column of yesterday, 
your financial editor commenting on my 
address of Monday, concerning the 
Metropolitan assessments of $82,486.48, 
said would entail a tax of over $3 per 
one thousand dollars valuation instead 
of $2.77 as stated. 

I would state that the tax rate of 
$18.60 on the property of the city, for 
the year 1906, did not meet all the re- 
quirements of the appropriations made 
by the City Council, interest and matur- 
ing debts, State, County and Metropoli- 
ton charges, but required as well re- 
ceipts and pulls less overlay which 
amounted to the sum of $56,312.01, and 
which was proportionately credited to 
all the purposes alike, or in other words 
Metropolitan charges represented $2.77 
of $18.60 per $1,000.00 valuation raised 
by taxation. 

The apparent discrepancy being the 
proportionate receipts your editorial 
writer overlooked.

Judge Carnes, who was appointed by 
Governor Beckham to try the case of 
Judge Hargis and others, charged with 
the assassination of Dr. Cox, is conduct- 
ing the trial in a arbitrary manner and 
is overstepping the bounds of the law. 
The principal objection to Carnes 1s his 
ruling that temporarily suspended Shert- 
iff Crawford and named Robert Burton 
as elisor. The petitioners allege that 
Carnes has directed the elisor to sum- 
mon bystanders for the jury, which is 
in violation of a statute passed at the 
last session of the legislature. 

When court adjourned Carnes said 
chat he thought the writ would be dis- 
raissed on a demurrer which he would 
file when he reached Frankfort. 

Much excitement was caused early 
yesterday by the declaration of Carnes 
that his life was in danger and his re- 
quest for steps to protect him. He as- 
serted tbat he would not proceed with 
the case unless protected. This ex- 
citement last night subsided and Jack- 
son is almost deserted. 

Adjutant General Lawrence arrived 
yesterday afternoon and went into con- 
ference with Carnes. Se said that he 
would take no action as to the judge's 
request for troops until the writ of pro- 
hibition had been argued before the 
eourt of appeals. 

Judge Hargis appears to be be- 
wildered by the writ and the prosecu- 
tion is elated. In the early part of the 
day Jackson was filled with mountain 
men, fully armed, and considerable 
alarm was felt for those conducting the 
prosecution. 

During Wednesday afternoon’s ses- 
sion of the court 20 men, armed with 
revolvers, were lined up on each side 
of the courtroom. Armed men made 
several attempts to reach Judge Carnes 
in his room at the hotel Wednesday 
night, but they were prevented. Armed 
men followed the judge about Jackson 
yesterday.

INGINERATED IN METAL 


Uncertainty as toNumber Killed 
an Pittsburg Disaster 
Pittsburg, Jan. 11.—Partial investi- 
gation to ascertain the number of fa- 
talities that occurred at the Eliza fur- 
naces of the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Co., Ltd., when an accumulation of gas 
exploded, bursting the base of the large 
furnaces and showering tons of molten 
metal over about 40 men, was com- 
pleted last night. The result shows 
that the bodies of 12 men, horribly mu- 
tilated, haye been recovered, from 15 
to 20 men are missing, it being generally 
believed their bodies were consumed by 
the hot metal, and 10 men are in hos- 
pitals, terribly burned, four of them ex- 
pected to die. 
lt is doubtful whether the number 
of men killed will ever be known. 
From present indications over 15 men 
were caught by the metal, which flowed 
over their bodies to a depth of six feet. 
No trace of them, it is said, will ever 
be found. Of the dead bodies now in 
the morgue several are minus arms, 
legs and heads, while the others are 
burned and twisted beyond recognition.

Tennesseean Threatened Violerce 


to Pennsylvanian 


ALMOST CAME TO BLOWS 


Mahon Replied to Charge That 
He Was a Chronic Absentee by 
Declaring That the Accusaticn 
wWas a Deliberate Falsehood 


Washington, Jan. 11—The house 
late yesterday took on the appearance 
of the closing days of the Fifty-Fifth 
congress, commonly known as the “war 
congress,” when altercations between 
members were frequent. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Gaines 
of Tennessee and Mr. Mahon of Penn- 
sylvania were prevented from meeting 
in a personal encounter by the inter- 
vention of other members. Gaines 
was making a speech on his Dill to 
“dock” members’ pay for absence from 
the house and was being twitted by 
both sides of the chamber to his evi- 
dent embarrassment. He charged Ma- 
ben with being absent from the house 
95 percent of the time. 

Previous to this sweeping assertion, 
Gaines had read excerpts from the rec- 
ord in relation to the withholding of 
pay in the Fifty-Third congress and the 
part Mahon had played at that time. 

Mr. Mahon remained silent through- 
out Gaines’ speech with the exception 
of interjecting a remark or two at the 
beginning. When Gaines had con- 
eluded Mahon rose. He explained how 
in the Fifty-Third and Fifty-Fifth con- 
gresses he kad $7000 due him and that 
the then speaker, Crisp, had given him 
an order on the sergeant-at-arms for 
the amount, which was paid. Then, 
coming to the crux of Gaines’ charge, 
Mahon thundered: . “Any man who 
charges me with being away from this 
house 95 percent of the time tells an un- 
truth.” 

Mr. Gaines started down the uisle 
from his seat. “No man can tell me I 
lie,’ exclaimed the Tenmesseean. 

Then Mr. Mann (Ills.), who was in the 
chair, took a hand in the altercation. 
Both men were ordered to their seats, 
Mahon obeying the command, while 
Gaines stood two seats away from the 
center of the chamber, shaking, both 
fists and head at the Pennsylvanian. 

When order had been restored Mahon 
again rose and said: “The charge of 
the gentleman from Tennessee that 1 
am away from this house 95 percent of 
the time is a deliberate falsehood.” 

With a rush Gaines reached the 
center of the chamber, making direct 
toward Mahon, insisting as he went 
that no man could call him a liar with- 
out personal chastisement. The house 
was in an uproar by this time, the chair 
adding to the noise by pounding the 
desk wigh his gavel. His efforts finally 
caused the head of the gavel to fly off 
and it bounded into the body of the 
house, almost striking one of the mem- 
bers. 

The rush of Gaines upon his adver- 
sary brought a dozen members before 
the speaker's desk. Several grabbed 
Gaines, who, resisting, was borne back 
to his seat. Mahon, standing in the 
first aisle on the Republican side, 
seeined to wait for the impact which 
never came. With Gaines in his seat 
Mabon continued his speech of explana- 
tion as to how he came to be connected 
with the invoking of an old statute 
eompelling members to forfeit pay for 
the time absent from the house. He 
said that the charge that he was away 
from the house 95 percent of the time 
was a lie on its face and thathe was 
there 95 percent of the time, as every 
member who cared to inquire could 
ascertain. 

Mr. Lacey (Ia.) had read the statute 
relating to the docking of members’ 
pay and he was followed by Mr. Gros- 
yvenor (O.), who explained the reasons 
for the statute. Mr. Dearmond (Mo.) 
asked that the minority views of the 
judiciary committee on the statute be 
printed. 

While this colloquy was in progress 
the friends of Gaines and Mahon were 
engaged in an effort to bring about a 
reconciliation in which they were suc- 
cessful and at its conclusion Mahon 
rose to a question of personal privilege. 
He stated that he did not desire to im- 
pugn the motive which prompted 
Gaines to utter what was an untruth 
about his absence from the house, but 
he desired to say that his informant 
was incorrect and he wanted Gaines to 
understand that the person from whom 
he obtained his information misrepre- 
sented the facts. Not to be outdone in 
chivalry, Gaines immediately arose 
and, showing deep feeling, said that he 
had been goaded beyond endurance. 
He regretted extremely the turn affairs 
had taken. 

“Are you satisfied with that?’ he 
asked, pointing to Mahon. For answer 
Mahon rushed acrossthechamber. The 
two men clasped hands amid loud ap- 
plausé,

Some of the Queer Superstitions That 
Live In Sicily. 

The love charms of Sicily are many 
and curious. One, very popular ang 
considered very powerful, is to put 
into an eggshell a few drops of the 
blood of the longing lover. The shel) 
is exposed to the sun for three days 
and to the dew for three nights. It js 
then placed on hot ashes until calcined, 
when the whole is reduced to a fing 
powder and administered secretly in 
a& cup of coffee or a glass of wine to 
the object of affection. 

Another charm is for the witch to 
undress at midnight and tie her clothes 
up in a bundle which she places op 
her head. Then, kneeling in the cep. 
ter of her room, she pronounces an jp. 
cantation, at the end of which she 
shakes her head. If the bundle falls 
in front of her, it is a good sign; should 
it fall behind her, the charm wil! not 
avail. 

Yet another is worked in the follow- 
ing manner: Pieces of green, red and 
white ribbon are purchased in three 
different shops, the name of the per- 
sons to be charmed being repeated 
mentally each time. The shopkeeper 
must be paid with the left hand, the 
ribbon being received in the right. 
When all the pieces are bought they 
are taken to a witch, who sets out to 
find the person to be charmed. Op 
finding him or her the witch mutters 
to herself, ‘With these ribbons I bind 
you to such a one.” Then she returns 
the ribbons to the purchaser, who ties 
them beneath his or her left knee 
and wears them at church.—Macmil- 
lan’s. 


DIED A BEGGAR. 


The Pathetic Career of John Stow, 
the English Antiquary. 

John Stow, the celebrated English 
antiquary, was a remarkable man. He 
was born of poor parents about 1525 
and brought up to the tailor’s trade. 
For forty years his life was passed 
among needles and thread, but in the 
few leisure hours which his trade al- 
lowed him he had always been a fond 
reader of legends, chronicles, histories 
and all that told of the times that 
were past. By such reading he grew 
to be so attached to old memoirs that 
when about forty years of age he 
threw down his needle, devoted him- 
self to collecting them and followed 
his new profession with the faith and 
enthusiasm of an apostle. Short of 
Means, he made long journeys afoot 
to hunt over and ransack colleges and 
monasteries, and, no matter how worn 
and torn might be the rags of old pa- 
pers which he found, he kept all, re 
viewing, connecting, copying, compar- 
ing, annotating, with truly wonderful 
ability and good sense. Arrived at 
fourscore years and no longer capable 
of earning a livelihood, he applied to 
the king, and James I1., consenting to 
his petition, granted to the man who 
had saved treasures of memoirs for 
English history the favor of wearing a 
beggar’s garb and asking alms at 
church doors. In this abject state, 
forgotten and despised, he died two 
years later. 


From the Bountiful East. 

A small proportion of the flora is in- 
digenous. The majority came from 
the east, like all the great ideas on 
which our culture is founded, and were 
developed and improved on this classic 
soil. Italy received the lemon and 
the orange from the Semites, who in 
their turn had obtained them from 
India.

For several 
years, father was chaplain of the New 


Hampshire State Militia, and as I recol- 
lect it, he was Justice of the Peace at 
one time. My father was a strong be- 
liever in State's Rights, but slavery he 
regarded as a great sin. 

Mark Baker was the youngest of his 
father's family, and _ inherited his 
father's real estate, an extensive farm 
situated in Bow and Concord, N. H. It 
is on record that Mark Baker's father 
paid the largest tax in the colony. 


McClure’s Magazine says, describing 
the Baker homestead at Bow: “The 
house itself was a small, square box 
structure of rudimentary architecture.” 
My father’s house had a sloping roof 


after the prevailing style of architecture 
at that date. 

McClure’s Magazine states: “Alone of 
the Bakers, he (Albert) received a liberal 
education. *** Mary Baker passed her 
first fifteen years at the ancestral home 
at Bow. It was a lonely and unstimu- 
lating existence. The church supplied 
the only social diversion, the district 
school practically all the intellectual 
life.” 

Let us see what were the fruits of this 
“lonely and unstimulating existence.” 
All my father’s daughters were given an 
academic education, sufficiently advanced 
so that they all taught school acceptably 
at various times and places. 

My brother Albert was a distinguished 
lawyer. In addition to my academic 
training, I was privately tutored by him. 
He was a member of the New Hamp- 
shire Legisiature, and was nominated 
for Congress but died before the elec- 
tion. 

McClure’s Magazine calls my youngest 
brother, George Sullivan Baker, ‘‘a work- 
man in a Tijton woolen mill.”" As a mat- 
ter of fact, he was joint partner with 
Alexander Tilton, and together they 
owned a large manufacturing establish- 
ment in Tilton, N. H. His military title 
of Colonel came from appointment on 
the staff of the Governor of New Hamp- 
shire.

Regarding the allegation by McClure’s 
Magazine that all the family, “except- 
ing Albert, died of cancer,’’ I will say 
that there was never a death in my 
father’s family reported by physician or 
post mortem examination as caused by 
cancer. 

McClure’s Magazine says that “the 
quarrels between Mary, a child ten years 
old, and her father, a gray-haired man 
of fifty, frequently set the house in an 
uproar,"’ and adds that these ‘“‘fits’’ were 
diagnosed by Dr. Ladd as “hysteria 
mingled with bad temper.” 

My mother often presented my dispo- 
sition as exemplary for her other chil- 
dren to imitate, saying, ‘“‘When do you 
ever see Mary angry?’’ When the first 
edition of Science and Health wus pub- 
lished, Dr. Ladd said to Alexander Til- 
ton: “Read it, for .it will do you good. 
It does not surprise me, it so resembles 
the author.” 

I will relate the following incident, 
which occurred later in life, as illustra- 
tive of my disposition: 

While I was living with Dr. Patterson 
at his country home in Rumney, N. H., 
a girl, totally blind, knocked at the door 
and was admitted. She begged to be 
allowed to remain with me, and my 
tenderness and sympathy were such that 
I could not refuse her. Shortly after, 
however, my good housekeeper said to 
me: 

“If this blind girl stays with you, I 
shall have to leave; she troubles me so 
much.” 

It was not in my heart to turn the 
blind girl out, and so I lost my house- 
keeper.

I was never “given to long and lonely 
wanderings, especially at night,”’ as 
stated by McClure’s Magazine. I was 
always accompanied by some responsi- 
ble individual when I took an evening 
walk, but I seldom took one. I have al- 
ways consistently declared that I was 
not a medium for spirits. I never was 
especially interested in the Shakers, 
never “dabbled in mesmerism,’”’ never 
was “an amateur clairvoyant,’’ nor did 
“the superstitious country folk fre- 
quently seek my advice.” I never went 
into a trance nor described scenes far 
away, as McClure’s Magazine says. 

My oldest sister dearly loved me, but 
I wounded her pride when I adopted 
Christian Science, and to a Baker that 
was a sorry offence.

A SCURCE OF DISEASE. 


Beware the Man Who Blows Smoke 
Through His Nostrils. 

4 popular practice of many smokers 
consists in discharging the smoke in-| 
haled, especially from cigarettes, 
through the nostrils. This is even 
considered by some to be essential to 
the full enjoyment of the flavor of the 
tobacco. 

The London Lancet, while acknowl- 
edging that perhaps under ordinary 
circumstances no harm is done to the 
smoker save to his sense of smell, has 
sounded a note of warning against the 
habit as a possible disseminator of dis- 
ease. Hay fever and other annoying 
complaints have been spread through 
unsuspecting households by the un- 
thinking visitor who habitually blew 
smoke through his nose. 

The surface traversed by the tobacco 
smoke before issuing from the nose, it/ 
is remarked by the Lancet, is mois- 
tened with the natural secretion of the 
mucous membrane lining it, and this 
secretion is mingled with the fluid dis- 
charged from the conjunctival sac pro- 
tecting the eyes. It therefore contains 
numerous micro organisms, which, 
floating in the air, have become attach- 
ed to the moist and stick surface of 
the conjunctiva, as well as those which 
pass over the surface of the sey 
membrane. As Tyndall long ago show- 
ed, germs are completely filtered off 
from the air inhaled by the extensive 
and irregular surfaces presented by 
the turbinal bones. These germs are 
carried into the air by the man who 
blows smoke through his nostrils. 


The Saddle.

TWAIN AS A DUELIST. 


How a Tiny Bird Made Mark’s Op- 
ponent Decline an Encounter. 
Mark Twain in an installment of his 

autobiography in the North American 

Review for December gives his experi- 


} ences as a duclist in his early journal-

At 4 we went down 
into a little gorge about a mile from 
town and borrowed a barn door for a| 


| mark—borrowed it of a man who was 


over in California on a visit—and we; 
set the barn door up and stood a fence | 
rail up against the middle of it to rep- 
resent Mr. Laird. But the rail was no 
proper representative of him, for he 
was longer tham a rail and thinner. 
Nothing would ever fetch him but a 
line shot, and then as like as not he 
would split the bullet—the worst ma- 
terial for dueling purposes that could 
be imagined. I began on the rail. I 
couldn't hit the rail. Then I tried the

If I were asked to sum up the dom!- 
nant impression that the survival in 
Spain of the old world mediaevalism 
makes, I should say that Spain is in

literature and in art is marked by a 
quality, rising and sinking with the 
rise and fall of Gothic, which we call 
the romantic spirit—a mixture, that is, 
of the mysterious and grandiose with 
the grotesquely bizarre of the soaringly 
ideal with the crudely real, a mixture 
which to us today has the cunning fas- 
cination of art, but was really on both 
sides the natural outcome of the ex- 
periences and feelings of the men who 
created it. 
once the common possession of all 
Christendom, but the Spanish tempera- 
ment peculiarly lent itself to the ro- 
mantic attitude, and it is in Spain to- 
day that we may catch its final vanish- 
ing echoes. It is the church, always 
the most powerful stronghold of tradi- 
tion among any people, which enables

The charge of nepotism never could 
be laid against him. He had three 
sons in the army, two of them generals 
and the other a captain. At one time 
President Jefferson Davis thought of 
sending General Lee to command the 
western army. The leader’s son, Gen- 
eral Custis Lee, was then on the per- 
sonal staff of President Davis. The 
latter held young Lee in such high re- 
gard as a soldier that he decided to 
appoint him to succeed his father in 
command of the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia. He instructed another officer to 
visit General Robert E. Lee and ask 
him to assign General Custis Lee to 
that command. The old chieftain re- 
plied: 

“I am very much obliged to Mr, Da- 
vis for his high opinion of Custis Lee, 
but he is an untried man in the field, 
and I cannot appoint him to that com- 
mand. I cannot pass by my tried offi- 
cers and take for that position a com- 
paratively new man, especially when 
that man js my own son. Mr. Davis 
can make the assignment if he thinks 
proper. I certainly shall not do so.” 

A Federal general was confined in 
Libby prison. At the same time Gen- 
eral W. H. F. Lee, another son of the 
commander, was a prisoner of war at 
Fortress Monroe, having been captured 
by the Federals while lying at his 
home severely wounded. The Federal 
general conceived the idea of having 
himself exchanged for the young Con- 
federate, but General Lee declined to 
ask any favor for his own son that he 
could not ask for the humblest soldier 
in his army. 

During the battie of Gettysburg Gen- 
eral Lee turned aside a moment from 
pressing duties to rebuke an officer 
who was beating an unruly horse. On 
a train near Richmond a private Con- 
federate soldier with a wounded arm 
in a sling on a cold day was trying 
vainly to put on his overcoat, using his 
teeth to aid his one good arm. An of- 
ficer stepped forward from the other 
end of the car and helped the wounded 
man put on his coat, then buttoned it 
around him. The officer was Lee. 

Hundreds of such stories are told. 
He was the soul of courtesy and con- 
sideration. Unbiased writers and ora- 
tors have named him with Sir Philip 
Sidney. His place in history as a sol- 
dier is secure, while it cannot be 
doubted that in his own native state of 
Virginia, which he defended to his ut- 
most strength and deserted not in the 
hour of her adversity, he shares with

BLUEBEARD. 


¥wo Different Stories as to Who Was 
the Original. 

Like many of the other heroes of the 
nursery tales, Bluebeard once lived in 
the flesh and blood, if the old chron- 
icler Holinshed, from whom Shake- 
speare got so much of his material, is 
to be believed. According to that writ- 
er, the original Bluebeard was Giles de 
Netz or de Raiz, marquis of Laval, 
who became marshal! of France in 1429. 
He is described’ as an impious and de- 
bauched mun, a devotee of the black 
art, who enticed young men and wom- 
en to his castle and killed them in or- 
der to obtain innocent blood for his 
magical enchantments and who also 
murdered six or seven of his wives. 
His crimes were discovered, and he 
wag burned at the stake in 1440 at 
Nantes. 

According to an old French legend, 
however, the original Bluebeard lived 
in Britanny in the sixth century and 
was known as Count Conomer. After 
seven of his wives had disappeared he 
became enamored of Triphyna, the 
daughter of Count Guereck of Vannes. 
The wedding was celebrated at Vannes, 
and Conomer took his bride home. 

Before a year had passed Tripbyna 
noticed a change in her husband’s man- 
ner, and, fearing the same fate that 
had met her predecessors, she fled from 
the castle, but was overtaken by Cono- 
mer, who struck off her head witb a 
single blow. St. Gildas, by whom the 
unfortunate wife had been educated, 
happened to pass the spot soon after, 
and, seeing the body, he tenderly re- 
‘placed the head and by prayer restored 
Triphyna to life. The story does not 
relate the end of Conomer. 


PHYSICAL EXERCISE. 


Effect of Boxing on the Mental and 
Moral Faculties, 

Boxing is an exercise which is not 
only of the most marked benefit in a 
purely physical way, but it is of the 
utmost value as a means of training 
the mental and moral faculties. One 
of the most unfortunate whimsicalities 
of our very whimsical day is the preju- 
dice against boxing as a sport and 
exercise. There is no sport in which 
there is provided such splendid exer- 
cise for body and mind and spirit as 
in boxing. 

The physical influence of boxing is 
superb. Every muscle and organ is 
brought into active use. So far ks 
mentality is concerned, the perception, 
imagination, judgment, discretion, self 
confidence, aggressiveness and will are 
all brought into active and rapid use. 
The boxer who fails in perceiving his 
opponent’s intention, who misses in 
judging the power or reach of his blow, 
who is lacking in self confidence, will 
power or aggressiveness, who fails for 
one moment to remember all the weak 
points of the man against whom he is 
working—that boxer is likely to fail, to 
lose what we all value—that {s, repu- 
tation, public confidence and income. 
Among the many sports and games 
which are of value in training the 
mind I place boxing as by all means 
the most valuable.—W. R. C. Latson, 
M. D., in Outing Magazine. 


An Extraordinary Migration. 

One of the greatest mysteries to sci- 
entists, one for which there seems to 
be no reasonable explanation, is that 
concerning the migration of the lem- 
ming, or Norway rat. Instead of tak- 
ing place once a year, these migrations 
occur only once In eleven years. When 
the time comes for the exodus the lit- 
tle animals journey westward from 
Scandinavia, allowing nothing to stop 
thelr movements, which virtually 
amount to a headlong flight. They 
swim the lakes and rivers and climb 
the highest mountains in incalculable 
numbers, devastating the whole coun- 
try through which they travel.

Be- 
sides crucibles, which still contained 
bronze, there were three dies for the 
production of gold coins, dies of silver, 
bronze and iron ore and 300 coins, The 
Investigation made showed that the 
workshop dated from the first century 
of the Christian era. A number of 
neatly worked earrings, bracelets and 
other objects of bronze, as well as 
tools, such as hammers and tongs, were 
also found.

Still Rests With Crushing Weight 
Upon Congo People 


PLEA FOR DEFINITE STEPS 


Foreign Missions Board Asks 
President and Senate and King 
Zot Englang to Do Something to 
Ameliorate Terrible Conditions 


Philadelphia, Jan. 14—At a meeting 
of the conference of the Foreign Mis- 
sious Board of the United States and 
Canada, held in this city, it was unani- 
mously agreed to forward to President 
Roosevelt, the United States senate 
and King Edward an appeal on behalf 
of the stricken people of the Congo 
State. The appeal follows: 

“The conference of the foreign mis- 
sions boards of the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada would most 
respectfully and earnestly bring to you 
an appeal on behalf of the stricken peo- 
ple of the Congo State. We do thisin 
the name of 40 missionary organiza- 
tions whose work is prosecuted in all 
sections of the world, and we are per- 
suaded that the petition interprets 
faithfully the sentiment of their con- 
situency of upwards of 20,000,000 
Christian men and women. We are not 
forgetful that recognition has been 
given by both governments to interna- 
tional duty in relation to this unhappy 
people, but the heavy burden of wrong 
continues to rest with crushing weight 
upon the Congo people and we recog- 
nize that the first definite step toward 
just international action has not yet 
been taken. 

“We speak with deep conviction con- 
cerning this issue, because we are inti- 
mately associated with many residents 
of the Congo State by whom the condi- 
tions to which we refer have been dis- 
closed. We are constrained to accept 
their testimony; We know that the earth 
does not hold men of more sensitive 
honor or more self-sacrificing devotion. 

“But you will not need to be reminded 
that other testimony than ours has been 
given to the character and the credibil- 
ity of these witnesses. A commission 
selected by King Leopold himself has 
said of them and of their fellow mis- 
sionaries in the Congo State that they 
constitute for the native the sole repre- 
sentative of equity and justice. Of 
their testimony, dreadful as it has been, 
the commission has declared that they 
found it to be ‘supported by a multitude 
of witnesses’ and ‘established by a mass 
of evidence and official reports.’ 

“The request which we, like the 
great company of petitioners of both 
governments outside our constituency 
are urging, is obviously fair to all inter- 
ests, since it asks only for such im- 
partial action as shall give authorita- 
tive revelation of actual facts and in- 
sure correction of such wrongs as shall 
be disclosed. We submit that the 
simple issue thus presented involves 
a primary test of national and interna- 
tional honor, and that longer withhold- 
ing the manifestation of this measure 
of international concern for these wards 
of nations would leave upon all powers 
responsible for it a lasting reproach. 

“We would earnestly urge that no 
device of the ruler of the Congo State 
shall be allowed to cloud the ‘esue of 
international responsibility for imme- 
diate ascertainment of conditions aud 
correction of wrongs. The issue, asyou 
are well aware, is not of motive, but of 
fact, and the duty of guardianship 
binding the powers to protection of the 
people of the territory of the Congo 
basin is independent of political rela- 
tions. 

“Moreover, we would respectfully 
urge our conviction that if the king isa 
trustee he cannot transfer his trust, ex- 
cept by international sanctiom If the 
convening of an international confer- 
ence was important in the opening of 
the Congo territory it would seem that 
a conference for review of the issue in 
all its phases is indispensable for wise 
and just dealing now. 

“In the name of humanity, of interna- 
tional justice, of regard for the primal 
tights of man, we would ask that you 
will use the full power reposed in gov- 
ernments by the supreme ruler in the 
interest of an immediate discharge by 
the nations of their responsibility of 
guardianship over the remnant of the 
humble people who, a generation ago, 
without choice of their own, were 
brought out of their isolation into rela- 
tions with the world of man and 
states.” 


Polar Balioon In Good Trim 

Paris, Jan. 14.—Walter Wellman’s 
enlarged balloon, in which he hopes to 
reach the North Pole, and which is now 
inflated for the purpose of testing the 
impermeability of the envelope, was 
exhibited to a number of French aero- 
nauts yesterday afternoon. Wellman 
considers his balloon fn perfect condi- 
tion.

The “get-rich-quick scheme,” accord- 
ing to Kemp’s report to the police, was 
that Kemp was to pay $5000 and Tan- 
ner, who claimed to be manager of the 
gambling house, was “to tip Homans 
and the physician off on the run of the 
cards in a faro game.” Tanner and 
Homans were locked up. Both men 
deny the charges. 


Weather Sharps Were Mistaken 

Pittsburg, Jan. 14—The dangerous 
flood stage anticipated in the rivers 
here by the United States weather au- 
thorities failed to materialize and the 
stage of water is stationary after 
reaching a little over 20 feet, no seri- 
ous damage being done.

HIGH ON A BEACH 


Freighter Onondaga Let Hr 
Course Off Cape Cod 


= TWO MILES OUT OF WAY 


Captain Misjudged Vessel’s Posi: 
tion and Hauled Inshore ‘o 
Pick Up Lights, Which Lite- 
savers Say Were Visible 


Chatham, Mass., Jan. 14.—Straying 
from the beaten track, the Clyde line 
freight steamer Onondaga, Captain 
Bunnell, Boston for Charleston and 
Jacksonville, fetched up on Orleans 
beach yesterday. Although surrounded 
within 15 hours by a good sized wreck- 
ing fleet, the chances of the vessel's 
laying her iron bones beside the thou- 
sand or more other Cape Cod wrecks 
are considered about even. At low 
water the Onondaga is nearly high and 
dry. 

The Onondaga left Boston late Sat- 
urday afternoon with a miscellaneous 
cargo for the southern states. The 


ttorm had cleared hefore the end of! 
the cape was reached and Highland | 
light flashed on the steamer’s deck as! 
sLe speeded on to the southward. The} 


etorm had left an unusually heavy roll, 
so that the outside of the cape was 


fringed with a broad band of white! 


which marked the shore even in the 


darkness. 


The south patrol of the Orleans sta- 
tion had just exchanged checks with 
the north patrol of the Old Harbor sta- 
tion, at 1:30 o’clock Sunday morning, 
when he sighted both side lights of a 
vessel and knew that she was heading 
straight for the beach. He burned his 
signal, but it was too late. He imme-

NEED OF NATION 


Commercial Development De- 
pends Upon Merchant Marine 


SHAW GIVES HIS IDEAS 


The Twentieth Century Will Be 
Characterized by the Intense, 
Though Bloodless Contests For 
Markets-- Philippines Are Ours 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 15.—The 
need of a merchant marine as a means 
to the end of greater commercial de 
velopment of the United States was 
urged by Secretary of the Traasury 
Shaw in an address before Harvard 


students at the Harvard Union, the as- 
sembly hall of which was crowded. His 
subject was “Eyolution of Self Govy- 
ernment.” 

“The Philippine islands, which are 
ours,” said the secretary at one point in 
the course of his address, “Hawaii, 
which is ours, and the isthmian canal, 
which is going to be ours, plus a mer- 
chant marine which we must have, will 
enable us to send our matchless re 
sources of farm and factory to every 
clime and into every port.” 

Secretary Shaw’s discourse was 
largely of an academic nature. Sketch- 
ing the evolution of the United States, 
he said: “Those who study only the 
facts of history to the neglect of logic 
miss the most important as well as the 
most interesing points. The number 
of battles fought in a given war, their 
duties, and the officers commanding are 
not essential; but the causes and the 
unexpected results of the war are of 
timely interest. No distinct civiliza- 
tion was ever planned by man and none 
was ever evolved as expected. It al- 
ways developed logically. No man 
planned this great republic as it exists 
today. The fathers established prin- 
ciples In harmony with which our 
civilization has been evolved. 

“The eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries,” continued Shaw, “were 
characterized by contests for territory, 
and I predict that the twentieth century 
will be characterized by contests for 
markets. These contests will be more 
or less intense, even if they are blood- 
less. Our commanding position among 
the nations of the world, our opportuni- 
ties to secure a fair share of the com-

GIVEN TO STATE POLICE 


Death ot the Fe#tialds to Be In- 
vestigated In Massachusetts 
Boston, Jan. 15.—District Attorney 

Sanderson of Middlesex county has 

turned over to the state police a com- 

munication which he received from 

County Solicitor Abbott of Carroll coun- 

ty. N. H., concerning the condition of 

the bodies of George M. Fernald and 
his son, Elmer E. Fernald, who died in 

Everett recently. The bodies of the two 

Fernalds were exhumed last week and 

an autopsy held at the request of Ab- 

bott. The vital organs were sent to 

Dartmouth college for chemical analy- 

sis. 

Mr. Sanderson would not disclose the 

contents of the letter from Abbott, but 

said that it was due his fellow prose 
cutor that the Massachusetts authori- 
ties should make every effort to investi- 
gate the case. 

The medical examiner who was 
called after the death of the two 
Fernalds decided that the younger 
was burned to death and that the older 
succumbed to apoplexy. 

It is understood that the New Hamp- 
shire physicians held a different view 
of the cause of death@after making the 
autopsy. The report of the chemical 
analysis will also be sent to Sanderson 
for his use. No orders have been issued 
for the exhuming of the body of Mrs. 
Elmer Fernald, who died, it is said, 
from natural] causes after her husband’s 
death, and whose body was buried in 
Everett.

939 INDICTMENTS

There are 525 words in each indict- 
ment, or a total of 452,975 words.

Sheriff Groves and his deputies will be- 
gin at once to serve a copy of the indict- 
ment on each of the defendants. 

If Hancock county wins in each case

St. Paul, Jan. 15.—President Hill of 
the Great Northern railroad has sent a 
letter to Governorr Johnson, in which 
he gives his views of the various phases 
of the railroad situation in the United 
States. He gives the reason for ex- 
isting conditions and points out a rem- 
edy. The letter says in part: 

“The business of the United States 
is today so congested that from every 
portion of the country arises clamor for 
relief. The railroads everywhere are 
taxed beyond their power. The people 
of the United States, therefore, are face 
to face with the greatest business prob- 
lem that has ever threatened the nation. 


' During recent years the volume of busi-

ness has increased, and is increasing 
with extraordinary rapidity, while the 
necessary additional trackage and ter- 
minals have not been equal to the de- 
mands upon them. The resulting sit- 
uation is a freight blockade of enormous 
proportions, especially at all terminal 
points. How to remedy this is a prob- 
lem, financial, mechanical and physical. 

“Within the last 10 years the volume 
of railroad business in this country 


| has increased over 110 percent. Mean- 
| while, the railroads have endeavored to 


leet it. Equipment is being increased 
as rapidly as capital and labor can do 
it. There are and will be cars enough 
to carry the country’s traffic if the cars 
can be moved, but engines and cars 
must have tracks upon which they may 
run. 

“Not only is it true that there has 
been in the 10 years ending 1906 an 
increase of but 21 percent in mileage, 
but the most impressive fact is that 
railroad building has within a genera- 
tion fallen off just as the demand upon 
trackage has increased. At this mo- 
ment, when that demand is greatest 
and the whole country is clamoring for 
relief, it is the smallest in years. 

“The disparity between the growth 
of traffic and the additions to railroad 
mileage and the extension of terminals, 
shown by new mileage of less thon 14% 
percent a year since 1904, to take cars 
of a traffic increase averaging 11 per- 
cent a year for 10 years past, presents 
and explains the real problem. 

“Investigations recently made by 
public officials and facts accessible be- 
fore those investigations disclose that 
the railroads of the country have been 
endeavoring to meet the growing de- 
mand on them. In order to handle this 
enormous addition of 110 percent in 
more 
track, they have utilized as never be- 
fore the carrying capacity of each mile. 

“Suppose that only 25 percent addi- 
tional track with necessary terminals 
and equipment, making 33 percent, is 
to be built during the next five years; 
or, say, in round numbers, 75,000 miles 
of tracks as the requirement of the 
country to meet immediate needs. 

“No practical man would furnish the 
facilities required, including addi- 
tional equipment and terminal facili- 
ties, for less $25,000 a mile. The 
question of terminals alone is almost 
probibitive. Terminals now in = use 
were acquired when property was 
cheup and can be enlarged only by 
heavy outlays. In many cities it is not 
even a question of cost, since the area 
necessary to handle railroad business 
properly is not to be had at any price. 

“The new work, then, would amount 
to $5,500,000,000, in round numbers, or 
a yearly average of $1,100,000,000. 
That is the sum which should be spent 
before the commerce of the country 
ean be moved properly. It is just twice 
the total amount of the bonded debt 
of the United States after the close of 
the Civil war. It is more than twice 
the entire currency in circulation in the 
country. 

“Two remedies must be found. The 
prohibitory expenses now attached to 
enlargement of terminals at many 
points and the absolute lack of avail- 
able space at any price, may be met 
by a decent realization of traific. There 
must be more points for export, more 
interior markets. A 15-foot canal or 
channel from St. Louis to New Orleans 
would go further to relieve the entire 
middle west and southwest than any 
other work that could be undertaken. 
With such a depth of water, a single 
powerful towboat would carry from 30 
to 40 trainloads. 

“It is not by accident that railroad 
building has declined to its lowest with- 
in a generation, at the very time when 
all other forms of activity have been 
growing most rapidly. The investor 
deciines to put his money into enter- 
prises under ban of unpopularity, and 
even threatened by individuals and po- 
litical parties with confiscation or 
transfer to the state. This feeling 
taust be removed and greater confi- 
dence be mutually established if any 
considerable portion of the vast sum 
pecessary is to be available for the 
work.”

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A CAMPHOR FARM. 


Drug to Be Secured In Large Quanti- 
ties In Texas. 

A camphor farm is being established 
near Floresville, Tex., under the au- 
spices of the bureau of plant industry 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture, says a Floresville special to 
the New York Tribune. The govern- 
ment already has a large camphor ex- 
perimental farm in operation near 
Wharton, Tex. It is believed by Dr. 
W. J. Watkins, who is in charge of the 
experiments in Texas, that the new 
industry has wouderful possibilities 
and that the time is not far distant 
when this state will be one of the 
greatest camphor producing regions in 
the world. That title is held by the is- 
land of Formosa, which is now under 
the coutro\ of the Japanese govern- 
ment. The world’s supply of camphor 
how practically comes from Formosa, 
Dr. Watkins says. 

The demand for camphor has increas- 
ed to such an extent in the last few 
years that the attention of not only 
the United States government, but of 
all of the leading foreign governments, 
has been attracted to the product, and 
they are making efforts to open up a 
hew source of supply. This Is made 
necessary by the fact that in the manu- 
facture of modern explosives, which 
are used in high power guns, camphor 

forms an Important ingredient. Now 

that the Japanese government controls 
the world’s supply of the product it is 
by no means certain that it may be ob- 
tained in the desired quantities at all 
: in the future. In order to pro- 


vide against any such contingency as 
this the growth of the camphor shrub 
is being encouraged in Texas and 
Florida, 

The camphor experimental farm at 
Wharton was established nearly a year 
ago. The shrubs have grown wonder- 
fully well. They are now as high as 
a man’s head, and it is believed that 
they will quickly attain the size of a 
tree if permitted to stand. In Formo- 
@a the camphor tree grows to a size of 
three or four feet in diameter. The 
process in operation there for extract- 
ing the camphor is to chop the trees 
down and cut them into small pieces, 
from which the camphor is then dis- 
tilled. 

Dr. Watkins says that he will adopt 
a different method of operation. He 
sows the camphor seeds like wheat or 
oats, and the shrub quickly sprouts. 
When it has attained a height of about 
three feet it will be cut down by a 
mowing machine at a height of about 
one foot from the ground. The severed 
j portion will be put through the distil- 
ling process and the camphor extract- 
ed. From the tender stubble other 
shoots will spring up, and the cutting 
process can be repeated once a year for 
several years. It is said that more and 
a better quality of camphor can be ob- 
tained by this method than by the 
process that is in use in Formosa. The 
crop requires no attention except the 
sowing and harvesting. 

It is said by Dr. Watkins that at 
present prices one acre of camphor 
would yield a profit of about $450. 


ANTI-APPENDICITIS CLUB. 


Organization Whose Members Are 

Pledged to Drink Olive Oil Freely. 

Coatsville, Pa., has an anti-appendicl- 
tis club, the avowed object of which is 
the prevention of the disease, which 
has become alarmingly prevalent in 
| Coatesville, says the New York Mail. 
One of the requirements of membership 
is a liberal consumption of olive oil. 

A barrel of the oil has been ordered 
by the club, and a bylaw provides that 
each member shall partake of a table- 
spoonful before each meal. 

F. L. Campbell is president, James 
Jackson secretary and Frank Soule 
; treasurer of the club, and more than 
| 100 noted men of the town have joined. 

Within the last few weeks twelve 
cases of the disease have developed in 
Coatesville, and that number of op- 
erations have been performed at the lo- 
cal hospital.

It is found 
in a plant which grows wild in the vi- 
einity of Lampur, and its use is said to 
destroy all appetite for the drug within 
a week. The leaves of the plant are 


exposed to the sun for a day after be- 


ing gathered and are then chopped fine 
and roasted, after which a tea is made 
| from them, and the specific Is ready 
| for use. In Lampur alone the applica- 
‘tions number 2,000 daily, and it is 
claimed that in the few short weeks 
since the plant was discovered over 
14,000 persons have been cured of the 
opium smoking habit. So great is the 
demand for the plant that the natives 
are asking $10 a picul (133 1-3 pounds).

their release. The late shah’s father 
was very severe. Once his buffoon's 
antics were too much for him, and he 
ordered his instant execution. In his 
agony the poor fellow remembered the 
words of a Persian poet, “lear kings, 
women and poets.” But in his case it 
was not too late. He was siuved by 
the intercession of the sadr-azam 
(grand vizier), thus learning by bitter 
experience not to jest with kings. 

The fate of his court poet laureate 
was also not to be envied. On one 
occasion Muzafir-ed-Din read to him 
one of his own poems and asked for 
his opinion. “Even if I deserve your 
majesty’s anger,” said the candid poet, 
“J must say that it is anything but 
poetry.” The shah, feeling insulted, 
cried out to those who waited on him, 
“Take this ass to the stable!” After 
a little while, becoming calmer, he 
tried the poet once more, this time with 
a fresh set of verses. When he had 
finished reading, the poet started to go 
away. “Where are you going?” asked 
the shah. “To the stable, your maj- 
esty,” was the reply of the poet. This 
time the shah enjoyed the joke, and 
the poet was forgiven. 

Muzafir-ed-Din was also open hand- 
ed. Once when he was walking in the 
public gardens at Contrexeville, in 
France, a little child gave him a flow- 
er. The shah took it and gave him a 
magnificent diamond in return. He 
once paid an English dentist £1,000 for 
removing an aching tooth. 


Flanked by a large retinue and fol- 
lowed at scme distance by a gendarme 
or two, the shah while in Ostend en- 
tered into the spirit of fun to the full- 
est extent, smiling at the children, 
laughing heartily at the sport in the 
water, admiring the beauties and all 
the while in a good humor that seem- 
ed to be contagious. He was fond of 
a joke and would often worry the 
hawkers by pretending to sneer at 
their wares and then buy the whole 
lot for the sake of seeing the surprise 
in their faces, says the New York 
Tribune. On one occasion he cuf loose 
a whole bunch of balloons, the entire 
stock in trade of a respectable old lady, 
whose goods were the delight of little 
children. The shah watched the liber- 
ated colored balls floating out to sea, 
then, as if he had forgotten, turned 
suddenly on the startled old lady and 
rewarded her handsomely with gold. 


The shah of Persia suffered from 
toothache soon after his arrival in 
Paris, and a professional extractor of 
high class molars was sent for, says 
the New York Commercial. The pro- 
fessional looked at his majesty’s teeth 
and advised the extraction not of one, 
but of several. The operation was 
postponed for a day, but when the den- 
tist returned to the Elysee Palace hotel 
he found the shah all right and in a 
playful mood. The toothache had gone, 
and there was no longer any need for 
the dentist’s services. As the profes- 
sional was preparing to leave the shah 
called him back, saying: 

“I do not like to have troubled you 
for nothing, so, as you have come, you 
had better draw a molar from each of 
my counselors.” 

The shah spoke with his eyes fixed 
on the ground and in a meditative 
manner. When he looked up, all the 
counselors had vanished, with the ex- 
ception of the grand vizier, who man- 
fully stood his ground, unmindful as to 
whether his all powerful master was 
in joke or in earnest. The other coun- 
selors evidently believed in the ear- 
nestness of the master’s utterances. 
The anecdote is something like that 
old one told of the late shah’s prede- 
cessor, who when in Paris asked to see 
M. Deibler at work with the guillo- 
tine. When he was informed that there 
was nobody in La Roquette at the time 
waiting for execution, he proposed that 
one of his suit should be handed over 
to Deibler and decapitated in the 
Champs Elysee. 


Muzafir-ed-Din was a great shot. 
On one occasion a copper coin was 
thrown into the air, and he shot a hole 
through its center. His strongest trait 
was obstinacy. When halfway to Vi- 
enna he declared he would take a rest 
before resuming his journey. It was 
no use telling him the emperor was 
waiting for him at the station. “What 
is the telegraph for?” he asked. He 
had a globe of the world made of sev- 
enty-five pounds of pure gold, studded 
with 51,366 gems. Persia is made of 
turquoises, England of diamonds, In- 
dia of amethysts, Africa of rubies and 
the sea of emeralds. It Is valued at 
$4,750,000. The throne he sat on is a 
wonderful work of art, and it is valued 
at $25,000,000.

Lawyer Tells How He Twice 
Saw Former College Mate. | 


BAYS IT IS A HARVARD PAOT. 


While Students at the University | 


Each Agreed That First to Die) 
Would Communicate With the 
Other — Attorney’s Former Com-| 


panion Tried to Speak — Psychical 
Research Society to Investigate. 


Strange visions that appeared to him 
twice on consecutive days have led a) 
noted lawyer of New York to invoke 
the aid of the American Society of | 
Psychical Research in an investigation | 
to find an explanation of the phenom- 
enon, says the New York Herald. 
To Gonvince the scientists of his sin- 
eerity hg bas sworn to an affidavit | 
which describes in detail the visions 
which he saw, not in a dream, but dur- 
ing the activities of business. 

While a student at Harvard the at- 
torney in question entered into an 
agreement with a classmate that the | 
one dying first should appear to the| 
other after death. His chum has since | 
died, and in the picture that has now 
twice preseuted itself he has vividly | 
seen the youth of his college days. He 
believes that the psychic vagary is a 
result of the pact made at Harvard. 
Professors William James and Josiah 
Boyce of Harvard university are tak- 
ing part In the investigation. The law- 
yer asserts that he is not a spiritualist 
and has never believed to any extent 
in the mystic. 

In the affidavit the dead friend ts re- 
ferred to as W. and-another chum who 
also appeared in the visions as C. The 
affidavit reads in part as follows: 

“I retired to my apartment about 
midnight night before last (Jan. 5) and 
was then in full possession of my nor- 
mal senses. Nevertheless, without any 
transitory state, I found myself in a 
strange city, with my friend C., walk- 
ing along a brick sidewalk beside a 
row of low two story wooden houses 
painted a greenish gray. I appeared to 
be looking at the backs of these houses, 
and the back yard of one of them was 
arranged in a sort of bower, with ta- \ 
bles and chairs, evidently for the re- 
freshment of passersby. C. and I sat 
down and ordered and drank a glass of 
beer. We then noticed that there was 
@ passageway through the house, and 
@ greensward and sunlight were visible 
at the end, so we walked through. 

“We found ourselves in an oval, pos- 
sibly 300 yards long, entirely surround- 
ed by the same style of house. 

“We continued our walk around the 
oval, and to the astonishment of both 
of us we saw W. coming toward us. I 
was so astonished that I took no notice 
of his clothes, but he had the well re 
membered smile upon his face, his 
cheeks were ruddy, and his eyes were 
bright, and I remember that his hair 
continued down beside his ears rather 
farther than I had ever seen it before, 
so as to form a sort of curly side 
whisker for just an inch or two. He 
extended his hand and his jaws moved 
as if he were trying to say something, 
but could not articulate. Both C. and | 
were too much astonished to say a 
word, and that emotion or perhaps a 
less creditable one kept our hands at 
our sides. W. again extended his hand 
and again tried to articulate, his eyes 
gleaming with the interest of what he 
was about to say and the color becom- 
ing still more brilliant in his cheeks as 
he found himself unable to say it. 

“I said to C. in a low tone, ‘W. died 
five years figo.’ Then 1 remember 
reaching forward my hand to grasp 
W.’s. Then I found myself again. I 
was in my study, wide awake, my 
brain as clear as it ever had been. The 
whole occurrence was so vivid that 1 
felt that it was a visitation, and I re- 
jected the idea that it was a dream. I 
was rather busy next day and had no 
opportunity of referring to the matter 
in conversation to any one. Last night 
I did nothing unusual and as before 
retired to my apartments without hay- 
ing had anything to eat or drink. Im- 
mediately the vision of the previous 
night came back to me. 

“This time C. and I were again in 
the oval. The sun was even brighter 
than before and the grass a deeper and 
more brilliant green. The noises of the 
factories could still be heard with the 
same resonance as before, and we de- 
cided that we must find out where we 
were. With that end in view we kept 
on toward the exit of the oval. Here 
we found a passageway roofed over so 
that the roof made a continuous line 
with the roofs of the houses on either 
side. The passageway was apparently 
twenty or thirty feet long. The san 
was high in the heavens, so that one 
side of the passageway was in shadow, 
and as we turned in we saw W. stand- 
ing in the shadow. His back was to- 
ward the wall, and this time I noticed 
almost with terror that he wore a suit 
of evening clothes.

IS SCORED BY SPOONER 


Wisconsin Senator Says South 
Carolinian Has Encouraged 
Lynching, Murder and Law- 
lessness--The Latter to Reply 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Goaded by 
frequent interruptions from Mr. Till- 
man, the speech of Mr. Spooner in the 
senate on the resolution for an investi- 


gation of the affray at Brownsville 
was changed from a defense of Presi- 
deut Roosevelt’s course in discharging 
a negro battalion of the army to a se- 


| vere arraignment of the South Carolina 
|} senator. 


Spooner quoted from Till- 
man’s utterances defending lynching 
as a means of controlling negroes and 
said that to encourage such mob vio- 
lence was a disgrace to civilization. 
The bitter feeling provoked by the 
controversy between the senators 
makes it impossible to say when a vote 
can be had on the resolution. Spooner 
took the position that article 4 of the 
articles of war gives tc the commander- 


| In-chief of the army the power to dis- 


He referred to the affray 
Wash., during Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s administration, and 
said that the investigation of that dis- 
turbance resulted in a recommendation 
that the four companies be dismissed. 
He said the only reason these men 
were not dismissed was because there 
was then no authority for such action. 
The order providing for dismissal 
“without honor,” said Spooner, was 
made to meet just such cases. 

Mr. Tillman asked why the president 
had not adopted Major Penrose’s rec- 
ommendation for the ferreting out of 
the guilty. 

“The president will never require any 
defense from the attacks of the senator 
from South Carolina,” was Spooner’s 
reply. “He has developed a mania for 
attacking the president. He is so filled 
with animosity for the president and 
has so often taken occasion to express 
it that I do not believe his attacks will 
be taken seriously by the people.” 

Mr. Spooner quoted from Til!man’s 
utterances defending the burning of ne 
groes at the stake, and said: 

“No man ought to encourage such a 
horrible thing as that. It is a crime 
against civilization to encourage it. I 
have been shocked by the attitude of 
the senator from South Carolina on 
more than one occasion when he has 
| spoken here in justification and sup- 

port of the continuance of lynching. I 

there is one man who ought not to en- 
courage it, it is the man who sits here 
as the maker of laws.” 

Disclaiming any intention to abuse 
Tillman, the Wisconsin senator said it 
was his purpose only to make a plea for 
good government. 

“And I want to say here,” he conr 
tinued, “that any man who encourages 
lynching, murder and lawlessness will 
have much to answer for and the higher 
his position and the mightier his infiu- 
ence, the more will he have to answer 
| for. No man can come here with good 
grace to impeach the president for his 
dismissal of men because they were not 
identified as criminals, who comes to 
| that accusation from a lynching bee or 
who justifies one.” 

After again stating his belief in the 
legality and justness of the president's 
action, Spooner concluded his speech 
with a brief discussion of the race 
question, declaring his belief that the 
majority of the people of the south did 
not entertain the radical views which 
| had been expressed by Tillman. He 

admitted the difficulties and hardships 
of the race problem in the south and 
said the people of the north felt the 
best way to aid in the solution of these 
difficulties was for them to refrain 
from discussing them. In this connec- 
| tion he did not believe the agitation of

Policy ot United States Toward 
LatineAmerican Countries 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Secretary 
Root received an ovation when he ad- 
dressed the session of the national con- 
vention for the extension of foreign 
commerce of the United States. Mr. 
Root explained the resources of the 
Latin-American, republics and made a 
plea for closer trade relations with 
them, saying that the attitude of the 
United States toward these countries 
eould be put in three sentences: 

“First, we don’t want to take them 
ourselves; second, we don’t want any

about annexing Cuba, but never, so long 
as the people of Cuba do not them- 
selves give up the effort to 
| themselves.” 

Touching upon the tariff, he sald, 
speaking for himself alone, that he fa- 
| vored the policy of maximum and iniul- 
;/ tum rates. To this view, he said, the 
| country, and for that matter, the whole 
| world, was advancing. 

On the subject of reciprocity treaties 
Secretary Root said there were some 
countries with which he would like to 
| negotiate such treaties, and this led him 

into a discussion of the tariff question, 
| in the course of which he favored a 
| maximum and minimum tariff, to which 
he said the country was coming.

uuder discussion for many weeks.

Humphrey, Watson and Littauer, all} 


Republicans. The negative votes were 
cast by Birdsall, Wilson and Hinshaw, 
Republicans, and Goulden, Maynard, 
Sherley and Patterson, Democrats. 

Seven subsidized mail lines are pro- 
vided for in the bill to be reported, with 
an annual subvention 
$3,750,000. Two of the lines are to be 
from the Atlantic coast to South 
America, and one from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to Colon. From the Pacitie coast 
there are to be three lines to the Orient 
and one line to the west coast of South 
America. 

Only two changes were made by the 
committee in the bill as originally 
drawn by Littauer. Instead of actually 
fixing Francisco and the Puget

sound as the points of departure of the | 


two lines to Japan, China and the Phil- 
ippines, the committee amended Lit- 
taner’s bill so that one of the lines is to 
start from a point north of Cape Mendo- 
vino and the other from a point south 


of Cape Mendocino. 

The substitute bill provides for a 
| naval reserve fleet along the lines of 
| the senate subsidy bill. The bill re- 
quires that all ships be of 16-knot 
speed, except that from the gulf to 
Colon, which is to be 14 knots. It re- 
quires that the ships be built in Amer- 
ier and owned by Americans and re- 
paired in American drydocks and that 
| they shall be available as auxiliary 
cruisers in time of war. To meet the 
requirements of the bill about 35 ships 
| would be required, and most of these 
would have to be built. It will require 
four years to build the ships. 

With a fortnightly service estab- 
lished, this being provided in the bill, 
the line to Rio will receive $600,000 an- 
nually, to Buenos Ayres $800,000, the 
| west coast line $600,000, and two Ori- 
ental lines $700,000 each, and the Colon 
iine $75,000. The Oceanic line from 
San Francisco to Australia will receive 
$200,000 in addition to the $300,000 now 
paid.

| Attitude of French Bishops 
Paris, Jan. 16—The answer of the 
French bishops in reply to the pope’s 
| guestion as to what attitude the episco-

worship will continue provisionally, 
without provocation and without yield- 
ing.

AMERICANS SAFE 


Were Two Thousand InfKingston 
at Time of D’saster 


SITUATION VERY SERIOUS 


People Panic-Stricken and Food 
Short and Medical Supplies Ex- 
hausted--Conditions Appear to 
Be Worse Than First Reported 


New York, Jan. 17.—Very few mes- 
rages, and these meagre and lacking 
in detail, have been received direct 
from Jamaica to give additional infor- 
mation of the devastation and death 
wrought by the earthquake that rav- 
aged Kingston on Monday afternoon. 
Such intelligence as has come through, 
however, shows the situation to be ap- 
parently more serious than was out- 
lined in the first official reports re- 
ceived at the colonial office in London. 

Cable communication with Jamaica 
seems to be almost impossible, either 


| on account of the local disruption of the 


lines and system, or possibly because 
of the absolute precedence given in 
British colonies to official dispatches. 

The devastation would appear to 
| have been confined to the vicinity of 
| Kingston, one dispatch giving 10 miles 
as the radius of damage. The rest of 
the island, including Port Antonio, does 
not seem to have suffered severely. 
The estimates of dead range from 100 
to 1000, but with the exception of Sir 
James Fergusson and half a dozen 
other white men, there is no mention 
of fatalities to foreigners. The Amer- 
ican tourists who were at Kingston at 
the time, estimated at about 2000 per- 
sous, appear to be safe. 

The estimate of persons injured is 
placed in the thousands. It is feared 
that when the ruins of the city are 
searched the casualty list will be ma- 
terially increased. <A large majority of 
the 50,000 population of Kingston is 
black and it is probable that nearly all 
the casualties were among the people. 
It is reported that about 40 biack sol- 
diers were burned to death in a mili- 
tary hospital near the city 

Looting and disorde?, incinding raids 
on rum shops by the blacks, followed 
the catastrophe, but prompt repressive 
measures restored order. Panic pre- 
vails, however, and especially as the 
earth shocks occurred Tuesday and yes- 
terday, and a great number of the city’s 
population have fied to the neighbor- 
ing countryside. Food suppties are be- 
ginning to be urgently needed and the 
demand upon medical supplies bas ex- 
hausted the stock on hand. 

The fire that followed the disaster 
would appear to have been confined to 
that section of the city bordering on the 
waterfront. The flames were supposed 
to aave been checked, but a later dis- 
patch indicates that they may have 
again broken out. The shipping in the 
harbor is said to have escaped undam- 
aged. 

The navy department has sent the 
battleships Missouri and Indiana from 
Guantanamo, Cuba, to Kingston to 
render all the aid possible. 

Any reliable estimate of the property 
damage is impossible. It is reported 
that the business section is in ruins 
and that a large bank building and a big 
hotel have been destroyed, while other 
messages say that almost all the houses 
of the Jamaican capital have been de- 
gstroyed and those in a radius of 10 miles 
damaged. 

The very much more serious aspect 
of the situation given by the messages 
received from Jamaica itself have not 
been confirmed by official reports. 

Some of the messages emanating 
from Jamaica are without date and it 
is thus impossible to tell whether they 
refer to the panic of the first hours and 
give exaggerated reports of casualties 
or are sent at a time when greater calm 
prevailed and actual estimates of the 
situation have been made. 

That the conditions in Jamaica are 
more serious than was supposed yester- 
day morning is attested by the fact 
that a message received at the state 
department in Washington dated Ja- 
imaica, Jan. 16, 3:31 p. m., said, among 
other things, “Kingston destroyed. 
Hundreds of lives lost.” 


“Trousand Persons Kilied”’ 

St. Thomas, D. W. I., Jan. 17.—Re 
ports received here from Jamaica. say 
it is estimated that 1000 persons have 
been killed by the earthquake and fire, 
and that 90,000 persons are homeless. 
The damage to Kingston alone is placed 
at fully $10,000,000. 

The stench at Kingston is described 


as awful. There is no fodder for ani- 
mals and famine is imminent. Money 
is useless. The banks have been 


burned, but the vaults are supposed to 
be safe. The misery on all sides is in- 
describable. 


United States to the Rescue 

Washington, Jan. 17.—Official news 
of the disaster at Kingston, Jam., 
reached Washington slowly. The first 
report arrived well along in the after- 
noon when a dispatch received at the 
state department was regarded as war- 
ranting the taking of instant measures 
for relief. 

The appeal for food supplies direct- 
éd attention to the fact that under 
ordinary conditions none of the gov- 
ernment supplies could be used for out- 
side relief, save by special authority 
of congress. 

That fact, however, did not prevent 
Secretary Metcalf from ordering :wo 
supply ships with full cargoes of food 
at once to Jamaica, leaving for tomor- 
row the question as to how the supplies’ 


fleck 
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are to be given to the needy iikabitants. 

The war department, up to the close 
of business, had not acted upon the 
application for food, but it is assumed 
that in anticipation of the passage of 
the recessary legislation by congress 
it wi.! at least take care to get supplies 
to the Island ready for the distributing 
agencies. 

There are stores of food at San Juan, 
P. R., ard at Havana that might be 
used for emergencies, leavirg the de- 
partment to draw later on upon larger 
stocks at New York. 


Eastern Part of Town Saved 
Halifax, Jan. 17—C. F. Longley, a 
Halifax shipping broker, received a 
cablegram from Kingston last night 
stating that his relatives in the stricken 


city were safe. The dispatch stated 
that the eastern part of the town 
largely escaped the general destruc- 


tion. 


Mount Etna Waking Up 
Catania, Jan. 17—The earthquake 
at Kingston was coincident with in- 
creased activity of Mount Etna and 
slight earthquakes in the Medonian 
mountains, The volcano is throwing 
out a considerable quantity of ashes 
and subterranean detonations are 
heard.

650,000 PERSONS DOOMED 
Chinese Famine Horrors In- 
creased by Smallpox 
Shanghai, Jan. 17.—To the horrors 
of famine have been added an outbreak 
of smallpox among the refugees at 
Sing Kiang, necessitating the demoli- 
tion of the mat sheds erected to shelter 
the thousands who have arrived there 
in searek of food. Captain Kirton, who 
was sent out by the relief committee to 
Investigate the situation, reports that 
300.000 destitute persons have been 
driven back towards their.homes and 
that terrible scenes are being enacted 
along the line of retreat. He estimates 
that 250,000 persons are likely to be 
doomed at Sing Kiang alone and 400,- 
000 at Antung, where small relief 

works have been started. 

But the official records are generally 
pucrile and amateurish. The distress is 
largely due to lack of means of commu- 
nication and the fear that the Chinese 
might appropriate the funds for any 
Works ungertaken. The dykes being 
delapitated, renewed rains are certain 
to cause fresh floods. Every house in 
the neighborhood of Antung visited by 
Kirton contained dead bodies or dying 
persons.

37. That watch be maintained at all 
times in the central fire station. 

28. Thatan ordinance be adopted em- 
powering the chief of the fire depart- 
ment to inspect all buildings and their 
contents, and to order the removal of 
combustible rubbish and waste material 
from buildings, yard enclosures and 
alleys. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


39. That fire alarm headquarters be 
removed toa fireproof building; new 
headquarters to be specially arranged to 
reduce as far as possible all liability to 
interruptions of service, and that until 
this is done every effort be made to 
safe-guard the present quarters by re- 
moving hazards and providing protec- 
tion. 

40. Thata10 circuit repeater be in- 
stalled to take the place of the present 
repeater. 

41. That tape registers be installed 
at fire alarm headquarters and at all fire 
houses, 

42. That portable instruments be 
provided for locating trouble on outside 
work. 


TELEPHONES. 


43. That a private telephone system 
connecting all fire department houses 
and the fire alarm headquarters be in- 
stalled, and arrangements be made for 
calling all houses simultaneously; and 
that an operator be on duty at al! times, 

BOXES. 

44. That all boxes be provided with 
keys permanently attached or with key- 
less doors, and that until this change is 
made signs indicating where keys may 
be found be immediately posted at each 
box. 

45. That all boxes be provided with 
non-interfering devices. 

46. That boxes be installed so that 
a box is within 800 feet of every valua- 
ble group of buildings. 

47. That all boxes be painted with 
sufficient frequency to insure conspicu- 
ousness, 

CIRCUITS. 

48. That no fire alarm wires be per- 
mitted on poles or in conduits with 
lighting or other high tension wires. 

49, That all fire alarm wires in the 
closely built section be placed under- 
ground, Underground construction 
should be utilized wherever suitable 
ducts are available. 

50. That all wiring in the under- 
ground system be made with rubber 
covered copper wire in lead-sheathed 
cables, and that all overhead wire be re- 
placed with double braided rubber covy- 
ered No. 10 copper wire, 

51. That more circuits be added, 
thus redaving the lengths of all circuits, 
and that not more than 20 boxes be 
placed on any one circuit. 

52, That duplicate alarm circuits, 
independent of box circuits, connect the 
four more important department houses 
with fire alarm headquarters. 

53. That residences and places of 
business of all call men be equipped 
with tappers ona special circuit, and 
that a special manually operated circuit 
be provided for operating tower bells 
and whistles. 


BATTERIES. 

54. That batteries be mounted on 

glass supports. 
RECORDS. 

55. That suitable wall maps showing 
all fire alarm circuits be kept at fire 
alarm headquarters. 

AUXILIARIES. 

56. That the owners of extensive es- 
tablishments be encouraged to equip 
their premises with auxiliary boxes or 
with some approved automatic or man- 
ual alarm system or with both. 

EXPLOSIVES. 

57. That acomplete code of regula- 
tions concerning the manufacture, sale, 
storage and transportation of all explo- 
sives and inflammable substances be 
adopted, and thatthe fire department 
be held solely responsible for the en-

A Record Breaker 


Last night was one of the coldest 
this winter the mercury dropped 14 
degrees between 65 o’clock and 7.30 
o'clock, at which hour it was but 10 
above. It continued to dropped uotil 
it reached zero, at which point, it re- 
mained all nigbt, freezing everything 
io sight. 

At8 o’clock this morning in City 
Square it was but 6 above zero, and it 
did not warm much during the day. 

The bigh wind which prevailed dur- 
ing the night had gone down and there 
was a feeling of snow in the air. 

According to the record of Quincy 
noon temperature as kept by the Daily 
Ledger, the mercury was the lowest at 
noon today that it bas been at that 
time since Jan. 3, 1904. The noon 
temperature on that date was 4 above. 
The coldest day in: the vear 1905 was 
14 above and the coldest days at noon 
in 1906 were 16 above. The coldest 
day this year up to date was 31 degrees, 
so that today’s temperature at noon of 
10 above is a record breaker,

er than 56 degrees, and the school was 
dismissed after the first penion.

of need. 

The talk began with a description of 
the wonderful Alaskan scenery as one 
sails from Seattle to Skaguay through 
the “Inside’’ passage and the Lynn 
Canal, then up through the Klondike 
region to the upper Yukon, and down 
by boat to the mining district around 
Fairbanks which has so recently been 
opened up. 

The miners in their search fur gold 
endure terrible privations; and when, 
as is often the case, they are frozen, or 
burned by the steam points used in 
softening the frozen ground, or injared 
by other accident, it means much to 
know that tbe doors of St. Matthew's 
Hospital at Fairbanks are open, and 
that the church through its representa- 
tives there stands ready to help them, 
they are often bronght more than 100 
miles by dog sledges or canal to have 
their wounds attended to. 

Miss Carter gave a very interesting 
description of the way they pack a 
sledge for Bishop Rowe or Archdeacon 
Huck when they are going ‘‘mushing’’ 
over the trails to visit the little mis- 
sion stations along the Yukon. The

The speaker made ligbt of her own

Charles L. Prescatt has returned from 
Muskegat, Nantucket, where he was 
very successful in bagging lots of game, 
bringing home 84 birds. The Globe 
says: This is the largest number of 
ducks ever brought_out of Muskegat by 
one gunver. Mr. Prescott is elated at 
his success, because brant are seldom 
found in January and geese are almost 
never killed in the winter. 

Mr. Prescott killed all the birds with 
ai12 gage gun. He had as guide, George

An English View of the Landmarks 
of the “Hub.” 

I have said that, Boston loves relics. 
The relics which it loves best are the 
relics of England's discomfiture. The 
stately portraits of Copley are of small 
auccount compared to the memorials of 
what was nothing else than a civil 
war. Faneuil hall, the Covent Garden 
of Boston, presented to the city by Pe- 
ter Faneuil some thirty years before 
the birth of “liberty,” is now but an 
emblem of revolt. The Old South meet- 
ing place is endeared to the citizens of 
Boston as “the sanctuary of freedom.” 
A vast monument, erected a mere quar- 
ter of a century ago, commemorates the 
“Boston massacre.” And wherever you 
turn you are reminded of an episode 
which might easily be forgotten. To 
an Englishman these historical land- 
marks are inoffensive. The dispute 
which they recall aroused far less emo- 
tion on our side of the ocean than on 
the other, and long ago we saw the 
events of the Revolution in a fair per- 
spective. In truth, this insistence on 
the past is not wholly creditable to 
Boston’s sense of humor. The passion- 
ate paeans which Otis and his friends 
sang to liberty were irrelevant. Lib-

Professor Niels E. Hansen of the 
University of South Dakota recently | 
returned from an exploration of the 
cold, dry belt of northern Asia, where 
he was sent by Secretary Wilson to 
find plants that will grow in similar 
soil and climate in the United States, 
writes William E. Curtis, the Chicago 
Record - Herald’s Washington  corre- 
spondent. His journey was very suc- 
cessful, and he has brought back sev- 
eral valuable additions to the useful 
plants that grow in the semiarid belt | 
between the Mississippi river and the! 
Rocky mountains, 

“Rotation in crops {s absolutely nec- | 
essary for the life of the soil, as every- } 
body knows,” ‘said Secretary Wilson. | 
“You can ruin a farm by planting the 
on the same ground year 
after year, and it is the simplest rule 
of farming to rotate crops. That rule

We have found 
the durum wheat to be especially 


adapted to dry farming, and out in that 
western country, which used to be eall- 
ed a desert, the farmers have harvest- 
ed fifty and sixty ‘million 
bushels this year, but they can 
wheat only long.

PECULIAR EYES. 


The Organs of Sight of the Spider 
and the Snail. ' 
The next time you catch a spider try | 
to find the eight shiny little eyes at the 
anterior end, some above and some put | 
under the edge of what we may imag- 
ine to be its forehead. To examine 
these parts to the best advantage hold | 
the spider in tweezers,-or it may be! 
better to use a spider killed by being! 
dropped into a bottle of diluted alcohol. 
These eight eyes vary in arrangement 
and in relative size in various species 
of spiders—in some they may be ar-| 
ranged in two rows, in other in three; | 
some may be very small and others! 
large and prominent, and so on—but 
there they are, rather poor eyes, near-| 
sighted, looking in several directions at} 
once, and the spider, which can never | 
shut any of them, is sure to see every- | 
thing that approaches unless it is | 
asleep, in which case the sight is dead. | 
For some purposes it may be conven- | 
ient to have eyes that roll up and dis-| 
appear at the approach of danger. And | 
these are exactly what the snail has, | 
situated at the end of two long and| 
sensitive palpi, or feelers. When all is! 
quiet their owner extends these organs, 
and you can see at their tips small 
round knobs upon which the eyes are 
placed. But if you touch one of the} 
palpi or even jar the snail a little the) 
eyes begin to back into these feelers 
as the tip of a glove finger may be 
turned in, and they no longer see any 
danger that may be lurking at hand.

New Sewerage Seeaee. 


Ernest W. Branch, civil engineer of 
this city, bas recently completed pians 
for a system of sewage purification for 
the new manufacturing plant of the A. 
C. Lawrence Leather Company at Pea- 
body. The method of purification pro- 
posed is intermittent filtration, and the 
system is similar tothe one built last 
summer by Mr. Branch for the Stetson 
Shoe Company at South Weyiouth. 

The South Weymouth system dis- 
poses of the sewage of a factory employ- 
ing about three hundred hands. The 
system comprises about a quarter of a 


mile of sewer, four sand filter beds, a} 


detritus or settling tank and a dosing or 
Siphon tank. An intermittent flow 
with discharge upon the beds in proper 
quantities and at proper intervals is 
effected by a six-inch automatic Miller 
Siphon. The settling tauk is emptied

NEW CODDINGTON 


GOOD AFTERNOON. 


The recent action of the insurance 
underwriters looks like an attempt to 
justify high insurance rates. The fig- 
ures showing the fire loses of the city 
for 1906 have not yet become public, 
and there was no report for the year 
1905, but it isa well known fact that 
there were no large or serious fires. In 
fact it would be almost impossible to 
have a conflagration ip Quincy. 

In 1904 the insurance on property at 
risk was $283,250.00 and the loss only 
$20,176.43, a little over seven percent. 
During the year there were 91 bell 
alarms and 67 still alarma. Several of 
the alarms were for grass fires or false, 
and at no fire was there a loss of $5000. 

In 1903 the loss was $42,806.35 on 
property issured for $190,100 and valued 
at $302,860.85. There were 82 bell 
alarms and 67 stiJl alarms. Aside from 
Hotel Shelton an unoccupied summer 
hotel at Adams Shore none of the losses 
amounted to $5,000 on buildings and 
contents. 

A committee of school superinten- 
dent would probably report that salaries 
of teachers were too small, schvol over- 
crowded and financial support inade- 
quate. 

A committee of chiefs of police from 
Metropolitan cities would probably re- 
port that Quincy needed twice as many 
patrolmen, perhaps ten times as many. 

So with street improvements, street 
lights, sidewalks, parks, playgrounds, 
etc. But all the income cannot be ex- 
pended for one department. Every 
year recently the city has appropriated 
all it could under the $12 limit for 
current expenses. 

The situation of Quincy which is much 
the same as most cities,is similar to 
the man with an income of less than $1,- 
500 a year without a bank account who 
is told that he should purchase right 
away an automobile for himself, and a 
a piano for his wife, send his son and 
daughter to college, and reduce the 
mortgage on his house, 


There is need of good sidewalks on 
both sides of Coddington street and 
Sea Street as far as Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery, and also for macadam streets 
in the cemetery. The organizations 
which attended the funeral services on 
Sunday almost got mired, especially at 
the cemetery gate.

ATTY 
Untortunate antl Regrettable In- 
cident Results im Admiral Davis 
Withdrawing Warships Which 
Had Been» Periorming .Acts 
ot Mercy--British Newspapers 
Think It a Deplorable Blunder 


| Kingston, Jam., Jan. 21.—Rear Ad- 
miral Davis’ mission of mercy to 
stricken Kingston came to an abrupt 
and painful conclusion Saturday in 
consequence of Governor Swetten- 
haun's, objection to the presence of 
American sailors engaged in the work 
of clearing the streets, guarding prop- 
erty and succoring the wounded and 
sick, culminating in a letter to the ad- 
miral peremptorily requesting him to re- 
embark all parties which had been 
landed. 

Admiral Davis was greatly shocked 
and pained, and paid a formal visit to 
Swettenham yesterday, informing him 
that the battleships Missouri and In- 
diana and the gunboat Yankton would 
sail in the afternoon. To The Asso- 
clated Press Davis said that immedi- 
ate compliance with Swettenhum’s re- 
quest was the only course consistent 
with the dignity of the United States. 

The friction between the governor 
and the admiral began with the arrival 


‘of the American war vessels, when the 


governor objected to the firing of a sa- 
lute in his honor on the ground that the 
eltizens might mistake the firing for a 
new earthquake. He also declared 
there was no necessity for American 
ald—that his government was fully 
able to preserve order, tend the wound- 
ed and succor the homeless. 

Admiral Davis, however, landed par- 
ties of bluejackets, who patrolled the 
streets, cleared the debris, razed ruins, 
attended many of the wounded and 
won the highest praise from citizens 
and military officers for excellent work. 


On the afternoon of the salute inci- 
dent Admiral Davis wrote Swettenham 
as follows: 

“I beg you to accept my apology for 
the mistake of the salute this afternoon. 
My order was misunderstood and the 
disregard of your wishes was due to a 
nistake in the transmission of my or- 
der. I trust the apparent disregard of 
your wishes will be overlooked. 

“I landed working parties from both 
ships teday to ald in clearing the vari- 
ous streets and buildings and purpose 
landing parties tomorrow for the same 
purpose unless you expressly do not de- 
sire it. I think a great deal may be done 
in the way of assistance to private in- 
dividuals without interfering with the 
forces of yourself and the government 
officials. As the only object of my be- 
ing here is to render such assistance 
as I can, I trust you will justify me in 
this matter for the cause of common 
humanity. 

“I had a patrol of six men ashore to- 
day to guard and secure the archives 
of the United States consulate, to- 
gether with a party of 10 clearing away 
wreckage. This party, after finishing 
its work at the consulate, assisted a 
working party to catch thieves, recover- 
ing from them a safe, taken from a jew- 
elry store, valued at $5000. From this 
I judge that the police surveillance of 
the city is inadequate for the protec- 
tion of private property. 

Actuated by the same motive, name- 
ly, common humanity, I shall direct the 
medical officers of my squadron to make 
all efforts to aid cases of distress 
which perhaps do not come under the 
observation of your medical officers. 

“T shall have pleasure in meeting you 
at the hour appointed, 10 a. m., at head- 
quarters house. I trust you approve of 
my action in this matter.” 

Governor Swettenham responded as 
follows: 

“Thanks very much for your letter, 
your kind call and all the assistance 
given or offered us. While I most 
heartily appreciate the very generous 
offer of assistance, I feel it my duty to 
ask you to re-embark the working par- 
ty and all parties which your kindness 
prompted you to land. 

“If in consideration of the American 
vice consul’s assiduous attentions to 
his family at his country house the 
American consulate needs guarding in 
your opinion, although he was present 
and it was not guarded an hour ago, I 


; have no objection to your detailing a 


force for the sole purpose of guarding; 
but the party must haveno firearms and 
nothing more offensive than clubs or 
staves for this function. 

“I find your working party was this 
morning helping Mr. Crosswell clean 
his store. Crosswell was delighted 
that the work was done without cost. 
If your excellency should remain long 
enough I am sure almost all the private 
owners would be glad of the services 
of the navy to save expense. 

“It Is no longer a question of human- 
ity. All the dead died days ago and the 
work of giving them burial is merely 
one of convenience. 

“I would be glad to accept delivery 
of the safe which it is alleged thieves 
had possession of. The American viee 
consul has no knowledge of it; the store 
is close to a sentry post and the officer 
of the post professes ignorance of the 
incident. 

“IT believe the police surveillance ot!

utes. He then informed the governor’s 


aide that he would wait no longer and 
requested him to tell the governor that 
In consequence of his attitude in not 
desiring American aid he had counter. 
manded President Roosevelt’s order 
dispatching the supply ship Celtic, 
laden ‘with beef, for the relief of Kings- 
ton. 

Governor Swettenham arrived at 
that moment, there was a brief private 
tneeting and the governor escorted 
Dayls to his carriage. Salutations were 
exchanged and the governor, replying 
to Davis’ regret that he was unable to 
do more for Kingston, said: ‘All the 
more to your honor,” adding a deep 
bow, evidently in reply to Davis’ refer- 
ence to his departure, and meaning 
that he would do the same if in the ad- 
miral’s place. 

Rear Admiral Davis told The Asso- 
ciated Press that he deeply regretted 
the governor's attitude. He was still 
convinced that the governor was un- 
equal to the task of relieving distress— 
that this was evident from the fact 
that the American field hospial had 
tended many sick and wounded and 
others were constantly arriving, having 
been unable to gain admission to the 
government hospital. 

The American hospital was estab- 
lished in Winchester park, the property 
of the Jesuits, Thursday, under the 
American flag and in charge of Fleet 
Surgeon Ames and Surgeon Nortou of 
the battleship Missouri and aided by 
Sisters of Charity. The hospital re- 
ceived more than 50 sufferers, including 
persons with fractured bones and 
skulls, cases of blood poison which 
had resulted from neglect of wounds, 
ete. 

Governor Swettenham and the local 
medical men were greatly epposed to 
the American hospital, insisting that 
there was no necessity for jt, as all the 
wounded already had been attended to. 
Surgeon Ames said the local medical 
men were very ready to accept medical 
supplies, but wished no American in- 
terference with the wounded. Conse- 
quently there was much suffering 
which the American officers, in the 
name of humanity, were anxious to re- 
eve. A party of American sailors 
worked at repairing the hospital build- 
ing to the last moment, when they 
hauled down their flag, the Jesuits tak- 
ing charge, and returned to their ships, 
the Yankton sailing at 1 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by the battleships at 4. 

Governor Swettenham’s attitude to- 
ward a friendly American officer’s as- 
sistance is greatly deplored by many 
of the residents of Kingston, some of 
them even suggesting that the governor 
be petitioned to resign. His action is 
construed by some as inspired by re- 
sentment of President Roosevelt's atti- 
tude toward Jamaican negroes on the 
Panama canal. Others ridicule the 
governor's objection to the landing of 
American sailors, armed or not armed. 
The insecurity of the city is evidenced 
by the attempt Friday night by six ne- 
groes to waylay a midshipman from 

e Missouri, who drew his revolver 
and put his assailants to flight. 


The streets of the burned district 
still reek with the stench of decaying 
bodies. The burned ruins are illumi- 
nated at night only by the baleful glow 
of the corpse fires lining the roadways. 

Many bodies have been recovered 
through the ald of vultures, which 
perch in flocks on the ruins beneath 
which their prey is buried. As fast as 
they are uncovered the bodies are 
thrown on the funeral pyres and slow- 
ly consumed. 

The total number known dead is 
about 450, and it is believed there are 
at least 150 persons who have not been 
accounted for. 


Bacon Says Story Is Untrue 

Washington, Jan. 21.—Acting Secre- 
tary of State Bacon, when shown the 
dispatch from Kingston regarding 
Governor Swettenham’s attitude  to- 
ward Rear Admiral Davis, at once de- 
clared that it was not true. He 
charged that the newspapers were try- 
Ing to make trouble between Davis 
and Swettenham. 

“There is not any truth in it,” he 
said emphatically. “I know what I am 
talking about. There is not the slight- 
est kind of trouble or foundation for 
It in any way, shape or manner. The 
ships have not sailed. I know exactly 
what happened, and,” he added, “there 
is no foundation for it in any manner. 
That is perfectly straight. If you are 
looking for the facts those are the 
facts.” 

Mr. Bacon would not disclose the 
source of his information, but indi- 
eated a possibility of official advices. 

Naval officlals to whom the word of 
the unexpected culmination of this gov- 
ernment’s efforts to relieve the victims 
of the disaster was communicated ex- 
pressed astonishment, but beyond that 
carefully refrained from expressing 
their views for publication.

‘The cortespondent says Swettenham 
bases his action on that of the Amer- 
lean g veroment. after the San Fran- 
cisco disastef.. { He adds that in the 
heated final Interview between Swet- 
tenham and Davis the governor inti- 
mated that the admiral wanted to gain 
an unfair amount of credit. 

The Daily Mail frankly describes the 
incident as a deplorable blunder on the 
part of Swettenham and says he dealt 
with the situation in altogether a wrong 
frame of mind and compromised the 
credit of his country in so doing. m 

The incident occurs at a moment 
when the British press and public are 
loud in an expression of grateful recog- 
uition of the prompt and generous as- 
sistance the United States rendered 
when it was impossible, owing to their 
distance from the scene, for British 
warships to go to the rescue. 

As a possible explanation of Swet- 
tenham’s action, it is suggested that he 
may have acted under the strain of 
nervous excitement through being over- 
wrought by his recent painful expe- 
riences. 


Check to Rellef Work 

New York, Jan. 21.—The gathering 
locally of supplies for the Kingston 
earthquake sufferers by the New York- 
Kingston relief committee will, it is ex- 
pected, be discontinued, for the time 
being at least, and in view of the refusal 
on the part of Governor Swettenham 
to accept ald from American war ves- 
sels, it is quite probable that the sup- 
plies now on the way to Kingston on 
the steamers Allegheny and Prince 
Joachim will never reach that port. 
Both steamers have been ordered to call 
off Port Antonio and there await fur- 
ther instructions. Several days ago the 
relief committee cabled Swettenham, 
asking him the nature of acceptable re- 
lief and where supplies could be landed 
safely and to advantage. To these in- 
quiries, subsequently repeated, no re- 
ply was received. 


Will Drop GBieckburn Amendment 

Washington, Tan. 21.—Several con- 
ferences of Republican Senators were 
held yesterday to consider the Black- 
burn amendment to the Foraker resolu- 
tion relative to the president's dis- 
charge of the negro troops. A decision 
was reached to draft a resolution along 
the lines of the original Lodge resolu- 
tion which will meet the approval of 
Senator Blackburn. This resolution 
will be introduced by a Republican and 
will be supported by both the Republi- 
can and Democratic senators, who take 
the position that “the senate had no 
legal right to question the action of the 
president.” 


lt ousands Suffer From Fiood 

Cincinnati, Jan. 21—Cold weather 
and a gale of wind have increased the 
suffering of the thousands who have 
been made homeless by the flood in 
Ohio. A number of buildings that had 
been weakened by the water went down 
before the wind yesterday. Reports 
from up the river vary little. The 
lower end of Parkersburg and almost 
the entire business section of Ports- 
mouth are under water, while 5000 peo- 
ple; driven from their homes, are shel- 
tered in Portsmouth schools’ and 
churehes and the city is without gas and 
water service. 


Storm Causes $2,000,000 Oama e 
Buffalo, Jan. 21.—This city has been 
swept by the most destructive wind 
storm of a decade. After a day anda 
night of continued hurricane, the 
Niagara frontier lies a scene of wreck- 
age and destruction in the wake of the 
storm. ‘Two lives reported lost so far 
and a property damage that will aggre- 
gate $2,000,000 is the toll of the storm. 


Creosoting Pant Destroyed 

Norfolk, Jan. 21.—The most spectacu- 
lar fire in the history of the city oe- 
curred when a spark from a locomotive 
set fire to grass near the plant of the 
Atlantic Creosoting company and the 
flames extended to the lumber piles and 
oil tanks of the company, causing a loss 
of $60,000 and the probable fatal injury 
of one man. 


Millionaire’s Na row Escape 

New York, Jan. 21.—Morton F. Plant, 
railway and steamship magnate, nar- 
rowly escaped with his llfe ina col- 
lision between his cab and a trolley car 
last night, in which he was thrown to 
the pavement and received a bad scalp 
wound that required dressing at a hos- 
pital. 


China’s Latest Rebellion 

Shanghai, Jan. 21—Rumors of an 
anti-dynastic movement in the middle 
Yangtse region have received some 
confirmation. A fresh outbreak has 
taken place at Houangchoufu and two 
regiments have been dispatched tHither 
from Hankow.

Thus far Thaw’s persistent refusal 
to agree to a plea of insanity and his 
curt dismissal of -several of the’ best 
kuown lawyers of New York who had 
been engaged for his defense, have 
baffled of this friends and rela- 
tives who had urged upon him the ad- 
visability of a course which, w hile 
leading to confinement in an asylum for 
the criminal least would 
avoid the possibility of a worse fate. 

Intent upon being tried -upon the 
amerits of his case, no one beyond the 
prisoner, his intimate relations and his 
present counsel knows what the defense 
will have to offer in justification of 
Thaw’'s undenied act. Choosing the 
crowded Madison Square roof garden, 
Thaw fired the three fatal bullets 
which brought instant death to White 
during the closing minutes of a gala 
first night performance of an early 
summer musical affair.

White’s friends rallied to the de 
fense of his memory and, while admit- 
ting that White had taken a deep inter- 
est in Evelyn Nesbit, the former 
artists’ model and chorus girl, declared 
he was not guilty of any wrongdoing. 

Much has been said about the “un- 
written law” in connection with the 
Thaw ease, but how far the testimony 
will go toward influencing a jury on 
such a plea remains to be seen. Thaw’s 
persistence in the claim that he was 
morally justified in taking White's 
life has apparently prevailed with his 
counsel and they will go into court with 
a plea of not guilty. 

Once Thaw is in court there is a pos- 
sibility that District Attorney Jerome 
himself may move for the appointment 
of a commission to examine the de- 
fendant as to his sanity.

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POWDER BLEW UP 


Caused Wreck of Passenger Train, 
Which Tock Fire 


THIR1Y-FOUR ARE KILLED 


Remains ot Victims Charred and 
Mutilated--Freight Cars Also 
Wrecked by Explosion, the 
Shock ot Which Was Felt For 
a Distance of Thirty Miles 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 21.—Twenty- 
two charred, broken and wutilated 
bodies were taken from the smoulder- 
ing ruins of an accommodation passen- 
ger train, following its destruction by 
the explosion of a carload of powder 
us the accommodation passed a freight 
train at Sandford, five miles west of 
Terre Haute. The number of injured 
Will total at least 35. 

The cause of the disaster has not 
been fully explained, but several the- 
ories are advanced. The result was 
terrible. The shock was felt for 30 
miles, many believing it to be an earth- 
quake. The three coaches of the pas 
seuger train were filled with travelers. 

The eatire train, including the loco- 
motive, was blown from the track, the 
coaches were demolished, the engine 
was hurled 50 feet and the passengers 
were either blown to pieces, consumed 
by fire or rescued in an injured condi- 
tion. Some of the 35 injured will die. 
The death list will not be ceemplete un- 
til workmen have cleared the cenris 
and the injured are out of danger. 

According to trainmen of the freighi 
the explosion of the powder was 

aused by the concussion of the passen- 
ger train, which was slowing down for 
Sandford. Another theory is that gas 
a-eaping from an oil pipe line entered 
the powder car, standing by tho pipe, 
and that a spark from the passenger 
locomotive ignited the gas. The belief 
wes expressed by one or two persons 
that the disaster was due to the act of 
8 tramp or an intoxicated man who may 
have fired a shot into the car. 

3esides the passenger train, eight 
freight cars were blown to pieces by 
the explosion. Huge masses of iron 
were hurled hundreds of feet from the 
track. The tank of the passenger loco- 
motive was thrown 100 feet, landing in 
a gravel bank. The wrecked train and 
eight freight cars were consumed by 
fire, starting in the wreckage. ‘The 
other cars were pulled out of danger. 

Not a building in Sandford escaped 
damage. Windows were shattered, 
dishes and furniture broken and sey- 
eral doors were torn from their hinges. 

The accommodation passenger train 
was running from Indianapolis to Mat- 
toon, Ills. It was very dark and heavy 
rains had converted the streets and 
tracks at Sandford into a pond. The 
residents were going to bed when the 
freight train drew in on a sidetrack to 
let the passenger train go by. Shortly 
afterward the passenger train ap- 
proached the station, setting brakes as 
it passed the freight. As the passenger 
train was just abreast of the powder 
ear the explosive let go and the entire 
passenger train was blown from the 
tracks into the air, crashing to the 
earth a tangled mass of wood and steel 
beneath which lay many human beings. 
Fire broke out in the wreckage and be- 
fore the eyes of rescuers, many were 
burned to death, the flames stopping 
the work of succor. By the glare from 
the burning coaches the people of Sand- 
ford did their best for the wounded 
and worked heroically all night. 

A thousand feet of track was torn up 
and a great hole shows where the pow- 
der car stood. This car was bound 
from Coucord Junction, Mass., to East 
Alton, Ills., and contained 500 kegs of 
powder. 

Big Four officials who directed the 
eare of the injured said that the death 
list might reach between 30 and 40. 
Already 13 dead bodies have been iden- 
tified and four other persons are miss- 
ing and probably dead. According to E. 
W. Thiers, local freight agent, enough 
remnants of bodies have been found to 
Indicate a dozen more victims, or a pos- 
sible total of 34 dead.

Chicopee, Mass., Jan. 21.—The strik- 
jag Polish operatives at the Chicopee 
Maufacturing company, 1000 in num- 
ber, voted to return to work today. 
This action followed the recommenda- 
tion made by a committee of the strik- 
ers that the men return to work at the 
old scale of wages pending a settlement 
of the question at issue. 


Rixey In Carriage Accident 

Washington, Jan. 21.—Surgeon Genr 
eral Rixey of the navy, his wife anda 
woman friend, while driving, were rup 
down by an electric car and miracu- 
lously escaped serious injuries. Their 
eatriage Was smashed and they were 
thrown heavily to the ground, but be 
yond being considerably shaken up 
were not hurt.

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SINGULARY BOLD CRIME 


Three Italiaus Held Up In Woods 
by Trio ot Fellow Countrymen 
Wakefield, Mass., Jan. 21—Three 
Italians, who recently came to the 
United States, were lured into the 


woods here by three compatriots, bound 
and beaten and robbed of money which | 
aggregated $500. The victims were in- 
duced to come here under the belief 
that they were to work as woodchop- 
pers, but when they reached the woods 
they were set upon by their fellow- 
countrymen, one cf whom was the Ital- 
ian who hired them, ostensibly to do 
some extensive work in Wakefield. 
None of the names of the men who fig- 
ured in the affair are known to the po- 
lice, who expressed the opinion that 
the Italians were hired to come here to 
minike it easy for them to be robbed. 

The plight of the Italians was discov- 
ered by some boys who were playing 
in the woods. All the Italians were 
bound to trees and one of them was al- 
most naked, as the clothing had been 
cut from his body in order that the 
hieves might secure $250 which was 
secreted about his waist. The pelice 
were notified and the Italians were re- 
leused. 

The men were unable to speak Eng- 
lish, but through an interpreter they 
said that they had been hired as wood 
choppers to come to Wakefield and cut 
number of trees.

Later, he 
telephoned me that Mr. Burgin and 
himself had made an appointment with 
the Mayor and they desired to see me 
before my papers were filed. 

According!y Mr. Burgin and Mr.

‘* assurance.”

Mayor Tait, upon the departure of 
Davis, voiced the sentiments of citi- 
zens in a letter to the admiral, in which 
he asked Davis to reconsider his de- 
cision to leave and to remain with the 
American ships, as every aid was still 
urgently needed. Davis replied that he 
bad no alternative but to go in accord- 
ance with the desire of the constituted 
authorities. 

Citizens strongly criticise the action 
of the authorities in placing obstacles 
in the way of the American naval sur- 
geons, whose splendid services in tend- 
ing the neglected wounded and sick was 
most highly praised. 

Governor Swettenham’s contention in 
his letter to Davis that the local police 
protection was ample is in contrast 
with the fact that, after sending the 
jetter, the governor personally visited 
the barracks occupied by the police and 
several companies of the West India 
regiment and bitterly censured the offi- 
cers, saying that pilfering was preva- 
lent throughout the city. At the same 
time the governor declared he would 
not permit the presence of any armed 
Americans in Kingston. 

The conditions in Kingston are im- 
proving slowly. All passes to the 
burned sections, where there is nothing 
to loot, were revoked yesterday and 
this step has caused much inconven- 
jence to Americans and others who de- 
sire to reach ships in the harbor. 

Many bodies are still being 
ered and cremated, and It is believed 
the fatalities will reach a total of 700. 

There is not a pressing demand for 
an increased food supply, but rain Is 
imminent and is dreaded, the doctors 
predicting that it would result in an 
epidemic among the unsheltered thou- 
sands, resulting in a death list far ex- 
ceeding that brought about by the 
earthquake and fire. 

The United States refrigerator ship 
Celtic arrived here yesterday morning. 
She received orders not to delay her de- 
parture, and sailed at 1 o'clock in the af 
ternoon. Few Americans remain here. 

There are still frequent tremors of 
the earth. A quake of especial severity 
occurred at 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, but did little damage. 

Difficulty is experienced in inducing 
the negroes to work on account of the 
conviction among them that this was a 
“white man’s earthquake” and that it 
wouid be dangerous for negroes to in- 
terfere with an act of God.

The Feeling at Washington 

Washington, Jan. 22.—Dispatches 
exchanged between the British 
tary of state for war and the state de- 
partment, practically ignoring the let- 
ters which passed between Admiral 
Davis and Governor Swettenham, have 
had the effect of relieving the tensity 
of feeling which had existed since it 
became known that Davis returned to 
Guantanamo from Kingston with his 
ships which had gone to aid the people 
of Jamaica. The message from Lon- 
don is interpreted here aS meaning 
that the British government and peo- 
ple disapprove the acction of the gov- 
ernor of Jamaica in requesting Davis 
to embark his men. 

Meantime, Davis is preparing a re- 
port which will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington by mail. The subject was re. 
rarded as one of such delicacy that it 
was deemed advisable to send it in this 
manner rather than by wireless tel- 
egraphy. ; 

While the general sentiment here {s 
one of extreme resentment at the 
treatment of Davis, there is no official 
who will venture to express himself in 
criticism for publication. The president 
has taken the position that there 
nothing in the episode which warrants 
the slightest representations by this 
government on the subject, and no rep- 
resentations will be made.

Swet enham May Be Recalled 

London, Jan. 22.—The colonia! office 
is still without explanation from Sir 
Alexander Swettenham of the situation 
which led to the withdrawal of Ad- 
wiral Davis’ warships from Kingston 
on Saturday. It is supposed that if 
Swettenham had any reasonable jus- 
tification for his extraordinary letter to 
Davis he would not delay in placing his 
government in possession of the facts, 
therefore his silence is regarded as a 
confession of the weakness of his case 
or an evidence of compunction at havy- 
ing adopted an inadvisable course. 

Furthermore, War Secretary Hal- 
dane has taken a course indicative of 
the exceptional importance of the occa- 
sion by addressing a dispatch to Secre- 
tary Root Which indirectly implies 
censure of the governor of Jamaica. It 
cannot be doubted but that the incident 
will be settled, probably by the recall 
of Swettenham, or at least disavowal 
of his action and apology to Davis. 

Officials of the foreign office do not 
hesitate in ag®aeing that under no con- 
ceivable circumst should such a 
letter as Swettenham’s to Davis been 
written, and they declare that even 
the stress of recent events is no excuse 
for such |: lage on the part of a gov- 
ernment official to an officer of a friend- 
ly nation engaged in a work of hu- 
manity.

Great Britain Indebted to Davis 

London, Jan. 22.—By a singular co- 
incidence Admiral Davis happens to be 
an officer to whom England heretofore 
has felt the deepest gratitude, as_ his 
course while the American member of 
the international arbitration court at 
Paris upon the sinking of the British 
fishing vessels in the North sea by the 
Russian fleet practically was decisive 
in shaping a decision favorable to Great 
Britain. 

Some phases of the arbitration were 
not stated at the time, as they might 
have proved irritating to Russia. It Is 
known that Davis’ staunch support of 
the British contention turned the 
scales at the decisive moment. His 
views were accepted by the Austrian 
admiral and this, with the vote of the 
British member, Admiral saumont, 
niade a majority which determined the 
character af the final decision. In this 
the Russian member, Admiral Dubas- 
off, and the French member, Admiral 
Fournier, concurred, thus making the 
conclusion unanimous. 

One of the phases not generally 
known Is that King Edward, on the con- 
clusion of the court, communicated an 
invitation through the British ambassa- 
dor at Paris to Davis to come to Buck- 
ingham palace, where marked honors 
were to have been shown him. But the 
desire to avoid anything that would have 
been construed as wounding Russia led 
Davis not to accept the king’s invita- 
tion. It was none the less expressive 
of the feeling of Great Britain toward 
, although this feeling is now mo- 
mentarily overlooked, probably through 
failure to recognize the Davis at Ja- 
maica as the same Davis who turned 
the scal 


les for Great Britain before the 
historic international court. 


Appeal From Mayor of Kingston 

New York, Jan. 22—The mayor of 
Kingston, Jam., in his official capacity, 
sent the following cablegram to Mayor 
McClellan: 

“On behalf of stricken people, I ap- 
peal through you to generosity of 
American people for help. Every house 
destroyed. Money, lumber and build- 
ing materials most urgently needed.” 

Acting upon the suggestion of Tait, 
McClellan last night announced that he 
would be glad to receive contributions, 
which would be forwarded to the prop- 
er authorities in Kingston. 


Supplies For Kingston Merchants 

Boston, Jan. 22—-When the steamer 
Admiral Sampson sailed this morning 
on her return trip to Jamaica she took 
cut a large quantity of flour, provi- 
Sions and supplies for merchants at 
Kingston, who are aweady prepared to 
resume business. The city is already 
recovering from the dreadful calamity 
of last week and orders have been re- 
ceived here from business men for big 
stocks of supplies. 


Relief Committee Will Wait 

Philadelph Jan, 22.—The citizens 
permanent relief committee met at city 
hall to take action on relief for the 
earthquake sufferers in Jamaica, but in 
view of the attitude assumed by Swet- 
tenham the committee decided to post- 
pone for the present the matter of ex- 
tending aid. 


Higa'ns Close to Death 

Olean, N. Y., Jan. 22.—There is prac- 
tically no change in the illness of for- 
mer Governor Higgins.

Letter from 
Miss Parks 


It will be good news to the many 
friends of Miss Addie J. Parks, who 
was in Kingston, Jamaica, at the time 
of the eartbquake to learn that she is 
safe. It has been believed from the 
first that her party was safe but lack of 
direct information kept her friends on 
the anxious seat. 

All fears however were set at rest this 
morning when Mrs. C. W. Guy of But- 
ler road received a postal from her, con- 
veying the information that she and her 
party are safe and well. Mrs, Guy also 
received word by telephone from Wor- 
cester friends to the same effect. 

The postal which was written the 
day following the earthquake was as 
follows: 

Jan, 14, 1907. 

‘Dear Aunt: ‘‘We areall safe, after 
the earthquake. We were three miles 
out of the city onan electric car sight- 
seeing, when the car seemed to be 
running off the tracks on level ground. 
The power gave out and we had to walk 
home. Hovses, buildings and cabins 
previously passed were well shaken and 
cayed in. The occupants were in the 
streets, praying, singing and acting for 
they knew not what was to come. 

One wharf is standing so boats may 
land. 
ful. We slept under. the palms last 
night, fearing the caving of the house. 
I am now writing this card there. The 
fire is out, but all Kingston is ruined. 
We have all our luggage and ourselves 3 
miles in country with a friend.” 

It is the intention of the party to 
leave Jamaica as soon as possible and 
continue the trip as planned through 
Cuba and New Orleans.

Editors of the Quincy Daily Ledger: 

In your issue of yesterday you have 
an article entitled, ‘‘Why he withdrew. 
Mr. Craue writes relative to assurance 
of the Mayor,’’ 

At the outset, I will say no person 
or persons were authorized, with the 
exception of the Boston business man, 
resident of Quincy, referred to, whom I 
réguested to obtain from Mr. Crane, if 
he could, his reasons, and whether 
personal or public, for entering the con- 
test after choice had been made by the 
people, 

Upon that gentleman informing me 
the reasons, namely objections to cer- 
tain office holders, and at the same time 
commending, from his own observation, 
the work done on a particular street by 
the Commissioner of Public Works, as 
one of the persons complained of and 
wished removed, all further communi- 
tion with Mr. Crane ceased on my part.

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TO INVESTIGATE FACTS 
Sénate Passes the Foraker Reso- 
lution on Brownsville 

Washington, Jan. 23.—The senate 
passed the compromise Foraker reso- 
lution authorizing the committee on 
military affairs to investigate the facts 
of the affray at Brownsville, Tex., the 
nights of Aug. 13 and-i4 last, “without 
questioning the legality or justice of 
any act of the president in relation te 
or connection with that affray.” 

This action came after the subject of 
the president’s discharge of the negro 
troops had been under consideration 
almost daily since the first day of the 
present session of congress and every 
phase of the question had been dis- 
cussed on all sides. 

Before the adoption of the resolu- 
tion several substitutes were voted 
down. One by senator Mallory, declar- 
ing that the president had authority 
for his course and acted justly, was 
tabled by a vote of 43 to 22. Another, 
by Senator McCumber, simply provid- 
ing for an investigation without refer- 
ence to the president in any manner, 
was tabled by a viva voce vote. A 
third, by Senator Culberson, simply 
endorsing the president's action and 
providing for no investigation, was 
tabled by a rolleall vote of 46 to 19. 
There wis no record vote on the reso- 
lution adopted. 

Senator Sutherland occupied the first 
three hours of the day’s session, deliv- 
ering his first speech in the senate. It 
was in behalf of the right of Reed 
Smoot of his own state toa seat. The

COMPROMISE PLAN 


On'y Facts of Brownsville Affray 
Will Be Investigated 


VICTORY FOR PRESIDENT 


Legality ot His Action In Dis- 
missing Troops Is Not to 
Question d--Tillman 


For Attempt to Be ‘‘Funny’*®

Washington, Jan. 22.—Few features 
ef the spectacular were missing from 
the proceedings of the senate yesterday. 
The Brownsville affair was the subject 
of controversy, and the day began with 
the announcement of a compromise 
resolution which brought both Republi- 
can and Democratic senators together 
ou the basis of ordering an investiga- 
tion of the facts of the affray without 
bringing into question the authority of 
the president to dismiss the negro 
troops. The resolution had been sub- 
mitted to and approved by the presi- 
dent at a conference Sunday. 

When the “harmony” testimonials 
were all in, Senator Tillman took the 
floor and delivered a speech in reply to 
the recent criticism of himself by Sena- 


tor Spooner. This speech began W ith a |} 


satirical picture of the senate as a 
minstrel show, which Tillman 
said was his first and last attempt to 
be “funny,” an attempt W hich, at its 
conclusion, brought a stinging denunct- 
ation from Senator Carmack in resent- 
ment of allusions to him. This was 
preceded by a serious Bweply from 
Spooner on the attitude taken by Till- 
man on the race problem, all finally 
resulting in a session of nearly two 
hours bebind closed doors. 

The secret session was followed by a 
brief open one in which Tillman madea 
profuse apology to Carmack, to all 
senators whom he had brought into his 
“first essay in the line of humor,” and 
finally to the entire senate. “I very 


much regret that I ever undertook to } 


be funny and I will never do so any 


more.” ‘Tillman then withdrew all he 


had said in his “funny essay” and said | 


it would not appear in the record. 

This apology was at once accepted 
by Carmack, who regretted he had 
questioned the motives of his friend, 
and he, too, withdrew words he had ut- 
tered in protest. 

Mr. Foraker made a final attempt to 
get a vote on his resolution, but objec- 
tion was made and the matter will be 
taken up today. Carmack remarked 
jocularly that there were not more than 
15 or 20 senators desiring to talk, and 
Foraker, feigning seriousness, retorted 
hotly that the senator need not think 
the Democratic side of the chamber 
could monopolize the talking. Car- 
mack explained that he was only try- 
ng to be funny, that it was his first at- 
tempt and he would never make an- 
other. As senators were laughing over 
this party sally, adjournment was 
taken at 6:15 o'clock.

pacity and the debate was also listened 
to by seemingly a majority of the mem- 
Sers of the house of representatives, 
who occupied all available seats and 
standing room in the chamber.

“RED TAPE” IN SENATE 


Frequently Caused Chairman to 
Express Dissatisfaction, but He 


Remained In Office For 


Friendship’s Sake 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The resigna- 
tion of Theodore P. Shonts as chairman 
of the isthmian cana] commission was 
announced at the White House, having 
been tendered to the president and ac- 
cepted by him Tuesday, according to 
correspondence made public. It will 
take effect not later than March 4, 
| Skonts having been elected yesterday 
us president of the Inter-Borough Met- 
ropolitan company, which controls the 
Kapid Transit and many surface lines 
in New York. 

No announcement was made as to 
who will succeed Shonts as chairman 
of the commission, but it is learned au- 
thoritatively that headquarters will be 
removed from Washington to the isth- 
mus and that a high salaried chairman 
to serve in that capacity alone will not 
| be named. This being admitted, it fol- 
| lows that John F. Stevens, the engineer 
| in charge of the construction of the 

canal, will not be made subordinate to 
another official on the isthmus, and it is 

regarded as a certainty that Stevens 

will be named as chairman of the com- 
| mission and will assume duties as such 

in connection with his post as chief en- 
gineer. 
| Secretary Taft announced that 
Shonts’ resignation was voluntary and 
called attention to the fact that. as the 
work of organizing the commission had 
been completed and that as Shonts had 
been brought here to assume the execu- 
tive duties necessary to such organiza- 
tion, his continued presence is not abso- 
lutely essential. 

Shonts became chairman of the canal 
commission on April 3, 1905, coming 
from the presidency of the Clover Leaf 
route, which title he held for some time 
after taking up the canal work. This 
connection, together with the fact that 
Shonts spent little time on the isth- 
mus, caused considerable dissatisfae- 
| tion in the senate. The two objections 
thus raised contributed to the failure 
of the senate last session to confirm 
the nominations of canal commissioners 
and they have not since been confirmea. 

The failure of the nominations in the 
| senate, however, had nothing to do with 
| Shonts’ decision to resign, except in- 
| sofar as the incident caused him to 
|chafe under the restraint of the “red 
| tape” through which he was compelled 
to work by reason of the senate cana! 
|committee not being in harmony with 
ithe commission. He frequently ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with condi- 
tions and had said that were it not for 
|his friendship for the president and 
| Secretary Taft he would resign and 
again take up railroad work, where he 
i*“would not have to ask permission to 
buy a lead pencil.”

abandoned. In the Washington office 


there has been the secretary of the 
commission, with a definite line of 
work, the chief of the office in active 


charge in the absence of the chairman, 
the auditing and purchasing depart- 
ments, as well as a number of other 
branches of the canal work. A large 
force of clerks has been maintained. 
It is obvious that some of these depart- 
ments will have to be retained, but it Is 
likely that they will be placed under a 
bureau of the war department, possibly 
again under the insular bureau.

Miss Parks 
Writes Again 


Another postal bas been received 
from Miss Addie J. Parks, by Mrs. C. 
W. Guy, giving additional news of her 
party who were in Jamaica at the time 
of the earthquake. 

This postal was written Jan. 16, two 
days after the quake and was as follows: 

‘‘We spent another night under the 
trees, not desiring to sleep in the house. 
People are getting out of Kingston all 
the time, for the country, as fast as they 
can. 

‘‘We are at St. Andrews and with the 
family of the pilot of the island, so are 
safe as can be under the circumstances. 

‘*We felt but three tremors daring 
the night. The earthquake seem to be 
gradually passing. Flour was landed 
yesterday and food is seized wherever 
it can be found. We simply sit around 
during the day waiting for news. 

‘*Being near the main road, friends of 
the family as soon as possible bring the 
latest news to us. We bave two vicious 
barking dogs, so they with the servants 
all sleep out of doors, I suppose you 
have heard from us as Uncle cabled. 

‘*We are leaving for Cuba as soon as 
possible. We start for Port Antonio 
today. Only Kingston is destroyed.”

What Detective Found In State

Boston, Jan. 25.—Testimony which

Letter 


Referring to the article in The Ledger 
recently on ‘the proposed schema of 
forming a baseball league in this city 
and surrounding towns, composed of 
teams representing the different 
churches, I would advise the parties 


| connected with this projectto note the 


outcome of a simular experiment in 
this city two years ago, 

} Although similar organizations have 
; met with much success in other cities, 
/Quincy seems unable to afford the 
| necessary patronage to make the scheme 
a success. This was conclusively shown 
|in 1905, when the Granite City League, 
j although in its infancy, made a strong 
| effort to establish in the minds of the 
| Citizens, the benetit of such an organiza- 
ltion. The teams were unsupported in 
itheir task; consequently the scheme 
was a complete failure, 

| As inthe majority of such schemes, 
} there are many difficulties with which 
to contend, and the Granite City League 
certainly had its share; despite the fact 
that nothing was left undone to make it 
| @ success, 

The idea at that time was to form a. 
| league composed of four teams of strict- 
|ly amateur standing, to promote among 
| the followers of the game the need of 
| cleaner baseball; and give the players 
| the opportunity to enter into the ranks 

of professionalism; and if such proved 
a success; make an addition of two or 
four teams the following year; as the 
case might warrant. 

A schedule was arranged and the 

league started with four of the best 
; 4mateur teams in this city. I mean am- 
ateur in the true sense of the word, 
every players record being fully investi- 
gated before allowing him to represent 
| his team. 

| Everything went smooth for awhile, 
and what looked to be a decided suc- 


| cess ended in complete failure. = 
| There was a misunderstanding with 


the semi-professionals, on the matter 
| of playgrounds, the attendance at the 
games diminished to practically noth- 
jing; showing most decisively that the 
| enthusiasts did not approve of such or- 
| ganization; and of course causing no 
end of financial difficulties. The play- 
ers lost interest, and the consequence 
) was, that before the season had termi- 
nated, the teams disbanded, leaving no 
doubt in the minds of the officials and 
players, that an amateur league in this 
| city-was a failure. 

No, Quincy, is not yet ready for a 
league being well cared for by the 
numerous professional teams. het the 
followers of the game increase the 
population a few thousand, then go 
ahead,—what say you Makaria?

| BACTERIA IN MILK 


| Diseases Which Cows Never Have 
May Be Transmitted 
Boston, Jan. 28.—During a lecture on 
“Public Milk Supplies” in the Harvard 
| Medical school, Dr. Harrington of the 
Massachusetts state board of health de- 
clared that 90 to 95 percent of the vic- 
| tims of the recent scarlet fever epidemic 
n Boston were customers of one milk 
dealer. He showed that a large per- 
| centage of the mortality among infants 
curing the summer months Is also due 
to the milk supply. He advocated the 
greatest care in sterilizing or otherwise 
purifying milk. Dr. Harrington sald: 
“The only disease that is common to 
| cows and human beings Is tuberculosis. 
On the whole, the danger of transmit- 
ting tuberculosis is much less than of 
| transmitting such diseases as typhoid 
| fever, scarlet fever or diphtheria, dis- 
€ases which cows never have. 
| “The disease may come from a person 
who has what is known as ‘walking ty- 
phold,’ or from one who is nursing a 


case. In this way their hands become 
infected with germs. No matter how 
careful a dealer may be a few bacteria 


are bound to find their way into milk, 
and there they multiply enormously ina 


very short time.”

Man Totalty Blind For Years 
Nas Sight Restored 
Baltimore, Jan. 29.—Rev. Samuel H. 


Cummings, 4 Methodist minister of 


Baltimore and totally blind for 25 years, 
has had his sight partly restored by a 
blow. Last Saturday he slipped on the 
icy pavement and fell face downward. 
A bit of projecting ice struck his eye 
with painful force, but when he got up 
he found he could see indistinctly with 
one eye. 

Mr. Cummings Is now able to read 
the title on a magazine cover. He says 
he can distinguish persons, but that 
they are out of proportion and strangely 
confused. He says he believes that the 
veil which obscured his eye was shat- 
tered by the fall and that he is seeing 
through little rifts in it, which reflects 
objects abnormally and curiously. He 
iost one eye in an accident while a boy 
and the other became blind in sympa- 
thy. 


Fatalities at Buffalo Fire 

Buffalo, Jan. 29.—Buried under tons 
of ice-coated debris of the eight-story 
Seneca bufiding, destroyed by fire yes- 
terday, three firemen probably are dead 
or so badly injured that they will die 
before aid can reach them. About 20 
firemen, including the three missing 
men, were on the roof of the Heywood 
building, adjoining the Seneca, fight- 
ing a spread of the flames, when two 
walls of the Seneca building collapsed. 
Tons of bricks crashed down upon the 
roof of the Heywood structure, carrying 
floor after floor into the basement. Not 
one of the 20 men escaped without 
some injury. The property loss Is 
$500,000. 


Funeral of Generali Alger 
Detroit, Jan. 29.--It was distinctly a 
soldier’s funeral] that was held over the 
body of the late Senator Alger. Dele- 
gations were present from the national 
congress, the state legislature and from 
the city government of Detroit. Upon 
the flag which covered the casket was 
Taid the little, worn Bible that Alger 
had carried through the Civii war. At 
the mausoleum senators, clergy and 
friends stepped aside to accord to the 
deceased soldier’s comrades of the Civil 
war the honor of saying the last words 
of respect and affection in the ritual of 

the Grand Army of the Republic. 


Swettenham Gao to Get Tents 

Kingston, Jam., Jan. 29.—The heavi- 
est earthquake shock since the one that 
devastated Kingston on Jan. 14 oc- 
curred here yesterday. No particular 
damage is reported as the result. Act- 
ing upon instructions from the Wash- 
ington government, Captain Battle of 
the Eleventh infantry arrived here yes- 
terday on the steamer Oteri with more 
than 100 army tents from Guantanamo. 
Governor Swettenham, who refused 
Rear Admiral Davis’ offer of the same 
tents a few days after the earthquake 
and fire, has now gratefully accepted 
the loan of them. 


Former Congressman In Contempt 

Omaha, Jan. 29.—W. J. Connell was 
adjudged guilty of contempt by Judge 
Sutton of the district court, after a trial 
lasting several days. Sentence was re- 
served. The acts of contempt were 
committed by Connell as an attorney in 
the so-called “coal trust” trial. Sutton 
accused Connell of trying to bulldoze 
the court. Connell was elected to con- 
gress over J. Sterling Morton In 1888S. 
Two years later he was defeated by W. 
J. Bryan. 


Heavy Loss-s by Cattliemen 

Minneapolis, Jan. 29.—J. H. Howells 
of Minot, N. D., one of the leading buy- 
ers of cattle and sheep in the west, who 
is in Minneapolis, says that cattlemen 
of the west will lose more than $1,000,- 
000 because of the severe winter. He 
says that in the Alberta (Canada) coun- 
try dead cattle are to be seen for 100 
miles or more, lying 20 deep in some 
places. The same conditions, he says, 
prevail in Montana. 


Sub-Treasury Is Short $61,000 

Washington, Jan. 29.—The house 
committee ou claims has decided to post- 
pone action on a bill for the relief of T. 
J. Aiken, assistant treasurer at the sub- 
treasury in St. Louls, who lost $61,000 
through the disappearance of this 
amount from the office of D. H. Dyer, 
the paying teller. Action was delayed 
pending sult by the government against 
Dyer’s bondsmen. Dyer was tried and 
acquitted on the charge of defalcation. 


Missouri Con ressman Criticised 

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 29.—The 
house adopted a_ resolution severely 
censuring Chairman Burton of the con- 
gressional rivers and harbors commit- 
tee on the ground that he virtually 
ignored the Mississippi river in recom- 
mending appropriations for harbors in 
his district, declaring that his action 
was “unfair to the four million people 
of Missouri.”

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 30.—With a

Are Not Good an Hour Atter 
Opening--Trimmings ot Hides 
“‘That Smell to Heaven’’ Used 
to Make Gelatine 
Washington, Jan. 80.—Dr. Wiley, 

chief of the chemistry bureau of the de- 

partment of agriculture and the pure 
food experf, gave 
testimony concerning the deterioration 


much interesting 


of foodstuffs in cold storage before the 
house committee on agriculture, whose 
hearings on the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill have just been made public. 

Two cold storage warehouses are at 
Wiley’s disposal in Washington and 
he gave the results he has attained bs 
experiments with all sorts of food 
stuffs. “Milk begins to 
right away and so does cream,” said 
Wiley. “Eggs also begin to deteriorate 
immediately. Fruit is improved and 
es continues to improve for 
three months. Meat improves up to 
about six or eight weeks, but after 
three months for meat you can see that 
it has reached the maximum and then 
it begins to go down. I do not care how 
hard it is frozen.” 

Dr. Wiley stated he is a thorough be- 
liever In cold storage and believes that 
most foods improve when properly 
kept for a short time. He said that as 
} he has not been able to determine 
poultry 


some 


whether drawn or undrawn 
keeps better. 

Dr. Wiley was asked many questions 
about oysters and said that the oysters 
opened and shipped in buckets should 
be prevented from entering into inter 
state commerce, as they are dead. “An 
yyster Is dead an hour after it is open- 
ed,” said Wiley, “and is not good. It 


loses its flavor.” 

In response to Inquiries as to the ad- 
visability of freezing oysters to pre- 
serve them for shipment, Wiley said: 
“They ought not to be frozen. That 
ruins them and as soon as they thaw 


they are dangerous.” He then urged 
that should be sbipped alive 
and in the shell and said that the great 
est outrage of the oyster trade is to soak 
oysters with fresh water swell 
them up, making them look fat. 
Dr. Wiley said the oysters sent out 
n tin cans are all right, but in further 
t iation of bulk oysters shipped in 
bs and buckets said: “They are 
I presérved with some preserva- 
‘ ire dangerously near the pto- 
maine line, one of the two.”

“It is made out of hides, 
of the scrapings from hides.

In reply to a question as to the uses 
of this gelatine, Wiley said: “It is used 
for putting into ice cream and putting 

candies and for making capsules 
that you take your medicine in.” He 
added that there is no objection to gela- 


tine if properly made, and that there is 
nty of wholesome raw material to 
ke it of. 


\s to the gelatine made from ma- 
terial containing live germs, Wiley said: 
“No one wants to run the risk of getting 
lockjaw by taking a powder or a pill or 
‘e cream.”

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A BELATED APOLOGY 


Swettenham Regrets Having Ot- 
fended Rear Admiral Davis 
London, Jan. 80.—There is yery little 
comment in the newspapers on the 
apology made by Governor Swettenham 
of Jamaica for his letter to Rear Ad- 


miral Davis. The affair is without 
great Interest to the British public be- 
cause, as far as the two governments 
are concerned, no diplomatic difficulty 
ever has existed and the personal side 
of the matter has become of secondary 
importance. 

Great satisfaction Is felt, neve:the 
less, that Swettenham has withdrawn 
the offensive letter and expressed re- 
gret for having written it, and thus 
ciosing the incident from the personal 
side as well. 

Swettenham’s withdrawal of his let- 
ter and his apology followed volumi- 
nous telegraphic communications to him 
from the colonial office. The dispatch 
which has now closed the incident was 
sent by the governor to the cdlonial 
office, whence it reached the American 
State department, through the foreign 
office and Charge Howard, in the usual 
course. 


Queer Doings at Kingston 

New York, Jan. 80—Steamer Ad- 
vance has arrived from Colon, after 
landing supplies at Kingston for the 
earthquake sufferers. Officers of the 
Advance say the vessel was rather 
curtly received at Kingston. Efforts 
were made to charge port dues and no 
official appeared to exert himself to ac- 
cept the offerings brought by the steam- 
er.

General -octh Will Be Busy 
London, Jan. 30.—General William 


Booth, founder and head of the Salva- 
tion Army, left here last night for Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden, where for 
two weeks he will address two or three 
meetings a day. On Feb. 23 he will 
leave London for New York, where he 
will spend two weeks before proceeding 
by way of Canada to take a steamer on 
April 1 for Japan. From there Booth 
will go on to Pekin. He will be back 
in London by July to commence a cam- 
paign through the British Isles. In 
October he will again cross the At- 
iantic for a two months’ tour of the 
United States. 


An Unexpected Find 
New York, Jan. 30.—Jewels valued 
at $3500 were found hidden in an old 
trunk in the home of the late Charles 
Tripler of Manhasset, L. I., discoverer 
of liquid air. The find was made by 
Tripler’s son, L. B. Tripler, who is heir 
to all of the elder Tripler’s estate. The 
son knew nothing of the presence of 
these valuables until he broke into the 
trunk in order to make an inventory of 

the estate of the dead scientist. 


ECurglars Assauited Woman 

New Cumberland, W. Va., Jan. 30.— 
Unconscious, bound, gagged and tied to 
a chair, Nellie Campbell was found 
nearly dead at her home. It is. still 
doubtful whether she will recover. 
Miss Campbell was alone in the house. 
Apparently the girl's assailants were 
burglars, who, after assaulfing her, tied 
and gagged her and then ransacked the 
bouse, taking several articles of value. 


Federal! Interference Resented 

Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 30.—The sen- 
ate adopted the majority resolution on 
the Japanese school question without 
debate. It “strenuously protests 
against the unwarranted interference 
with the constitutional rights of the 
state’ and requests the governor and 
attorney general “to do all things neces- 
sary to protect and save the rights of 
the state of California” 


Fue! Situation Getting Desperate 

Washington, Jan. 30.—A telegram re- 
ceived at the interstate commerce com- 
mission from New Rockford, N. D.,

desperate that the people will burn 
railroad ties, fences and other timber 
in less than 48 hours for fuel. The dis- 
patch says they have had no freight 
this year and no mail for 12 days.

Thaw’s attorneys probably 
will not reply to Jerome today, reserv- 
ing their opening until the state has 
finished its case.

In 
an effort to complete the jury the attor- 
neys exhausted the second special 
panel of taiesmen summoned for the 
trial. A new panel of 100 was ordered. 
The 12th juror will be chosen from 
the new list. Sixty-five talesmen were 
examined yesterday, breaking all rec- 
ords of the trial. The highest number 
on any previous day was5l. Following 
the precedent of the last four days one 
juror was secured during the morning 
session and one near the close of the 
afternoon sitting of the court.
